“We are now looking for- 
ward to the continuation of 
the process,” the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Mr Andrews, 


said at the close of discus- 
sions which lasted more than 
two hours. The - Northern 
Secretary, Sir Patrick 
Mayhew, told reporters after- 
wards that the talks had been 
“very calm” and conducted 
‘in a sensible and workman- 
like way.” 

A joint statement issued by 
Sir Patrick and Mr Andrews 
indicated that the two’ gov- 


ernments had agreed “a 


framework for substantive 
discussion in Strand Three of 
the talks, including an 
agenda’, but no _ further 
details were released about 
Strand Three, which will bring 
together the London and 
Dublin governments in direct 


Mr Andrews told reporters 
that it had been “a historic 
meeting indeed”, adding that 
he and his colleagues had 


come “to honour our com- 
mitments”, and he looked for- 
ward to beginning Strand Two 
“as quickly as possible”. 

Sir Patrick was less forth- 
coming about the start of the 
North-South talks, telling 
reporters they would have to 
“wait and see’. Earlier — 
following a working lunch 
with Irish representatives — 
Sir Patrick had told reporters 
the talks had made great pro- 


ane but spoke of “a very 
ong way to go”. 

ow long to Strand Two 
may become clearer today, 
when Sir Patrick and the 
parties take stock of progress 
to date. It is believed the 
Northern Secretary may first 
have a meeting with the four 
party leaders, only two of 
whom — Dr Paisley and Dr 
Alderdice of Alliance — were 
present at yesterday’s meeting

Burke was 
seriously in 
error, says 


O’Malley

dence to the Beef Tribunal, the

In what appears to be a deliber- 
ate effort to avoid a crisis in the 
Coalition, official sources last 
night indicated that a specific 
comment in Mr O’Malley’s evi- 
dence during questions on the 
Beef Export Credit Insurance 
Scheme meant that the Minister 
was not directly accusing Mr 
Reynolds of fraudulent activity. 


The sources point out that 
when asked on Monday by Mr 
Eoin McGonigal SC, for the tri- 
bunal, for his view on the 
scheme’s operation, the Minister 
said the way in which it was used 
in 1987 and 1988 was “not very 
normal”’. i, 

He added that fraud would 
arise from the use of non-Irish 
beef and that “the manner in 
which cover was given didn’t con- 
stitute fraud but was unusual”. 

Such a statement, according to 
the sources, effectively exonerates 
the Department of Industry and 
Commerce. 

However, Mr O’Malley told the 
tribunal that, while the most-seri- 
ous aspect of abuse of the scheme 
related to the use of non-Irish 
beef, it was his view that the way 
the cover was allocated amounted 
to an abuse. 


As Mr O’Malley prepares for 
today’s round of cross-examina- 
tion by counsel for the State, Mr 
Henry Hickey SC, the eyes of 
both Government parties will be 
firmly fixed on how the Minister 
handles his testimony. 

During his evidence yesterday, 
Mr O’Malley accused his prede- 
cessor, Mr Burke, of being “‘seri- 
ously in error” in telling the Dail 
in May, 1989, that there were no 
defaults in payments by the Iraqis 
to Irish exporters. Mr Burke is 
expected to reply to the criticism 
when he takes the witness stand, 
sare before the weekend. 

Mr O’Malley told the tribunal 
that on the day Mr Burke made 
the statement to the Dail on May 
10th, 1989, the default payment 
by the Iraqis stood at £65.3 
million. 

The tribunal was told that the 
Fianna Fail Minister had made 


the statement in reply to Mr 


O‘Malley’s speech on-the ad- 
journment debate. 

It was also the same day that 
the PD leader made a number of 
allegations which centred on po- 
litical -favouritism as export 
credit insurance cover was -con- 
fined to two companies, the 
Goodman Group and Hibernia 
Meats, and that non-Irish beef 
was included in_ shipments 
covered. 

Mr O’Malley had been chal- 
lenged all day at the tribunal by 
counsel for Goodman Interna- 
tional, Mr Dermot Gleeson SC, 
on his views that there should not 
be a policy of confining export 
credit insurance to only two com- 
panies.

THE UNITED ‘States edged 


closer to direct military interven- 


tion in the Yugoslav crisis yester- 
day, saying it was ready to 
rovide air and naval protection 
or UN efforts to get food and 
relief supplies through to the be- 
sieged Bosnian capital of Sa- 


Tajevo. 


According to the Pentagon 
spokesman, Mr Pete Williams, 

e US has moved six ships of its 
Mediterranean ffleet, carrying 
2,200 Marines and “plenty” of 
attack and transport helicopters, 
into the Adriatic off the Yugoslav 
coast. In addition the aircraft car- 
rier, Saratoga, was on a port visit 
to Cannes in France and could 
supply air cover if the UN so 
requested, he indicated. 

Although Mr Williams stressed 
there were no plans to deploy US 
troops on the ground around Sa- 
rajevo, the new moves represent a 
significant weakening of Wash- 
ington’s reluctance to become in- 
volved in the crisis. 

Pentagon planners are now 
ready to supply air and naval 
cover, as part of a multilateral 
effort under the auspices of the 
UN in which forces from other 
countries secured the situation at 
Sarajevo airport. 

According to the US Defence 
Secretary, Mr Dick Cheney, yes- 
terday, the best option would be 
to mount an overland interna- 
tional convoy of relief supplies, 
along the 125-mile road linking 
Sarajevo with the Adriatic port of 
Split. This could be protected by 
US air support. 


Lord Carrington: to visit 
Sarajevo on Friday. 

The alternative would be for 
US aircraft, in a non-combat role, 
to fly in supplies directly to Sara- 
jevo airport. Mr Williams said 
the plans were “notional”, but 
amounted to “what we are pre- 
pared to do”’. It was not clear last 
night whether Washington had 
given a conditional go-ahead for 
either option. 

“If the United Nations votes on a 
resolution to take all necessary 
measures to facilitate provision of 
humanitarian assistance to the 
people of Bosnia-Herzegovina, it 
would be an action that we would 
support,” said the US State De- 


partment. 
Britain, which has repeatedly 


with force 


denied that it would let its forces 
become involved, said yesterday 
that it was ready to take part in 
relief flights. The Prime Minister, 
Mr Major, told parliament: “We 
have offered up to four Hercules 
flights a day and our aircraft are 
ready to take off at short notice.” 
He insisted this was very differ- 
ent from ground action, which 
Britain did not “‘at present” have 
in mind. 

In Sarajevo itself, renewed 
fighting near the airport yester- 
day disrupted the distribution of 
food and medical aid to the city 
only hours after the relief effort 
got under way. 

Bosnian Serbs exchanged rifle 
and machine-gun fire with Mus- 
lim and Croat forces in the sub- 
urb of Dobrinja, where some 
apartment blocks come within 
100 yards of the UN-occupied 
airport terminal. 

e airport control tower took 
several hits, and shells and mor- 
tars struck the city sporadically 
throughout the day, in the worst 
barrage since the UN Secretary- 
General, Dr Boutros Boutros- 
Ghali, warned that “other 
means” might be used if the Serbs 
did not voluntarily make it poss- 
ible for the airport to be 
reopened. ; 

Three more transport aircraft 
landed yesterday morning, carry- 
ing more water, French military 
combat rations for hungry Sara- 
jevo residents and medical 
supplies. 

A Canadian UN tank battalion 
which is to secure the airport mil- 
itarily was on its way to Sarajevo 
overnight. It was expected to ar- 
rive this morning. The command- 
er of UN forces there, General 


Lewis MacKenzie from Canada, 
is of the opinion that aid flights 
should wait until the battalion 
has secured the airport. This is 
unlikely before Friday even if the 
Situation were to be relatively 
peaceful. | 

Two of the French transport 
aircraft that arrived in the morn- 
ing were still on the tarmac last 
night. One was hoping to take off 
with a wounded French journalist 
whose car was riddled with gun- 
fire near the airport on Monday. 
A British photographer who —_ 
in the car with him, Mr Kevi 
Weaver (28), had a bullet 
removed from his lower back yes- 
terday. 

In London, it was announced 
that Lord Carrington, the EC me- 
diator on Yugoslavia, would visit 
Sarajevo on Friday. 

In Belgrade, the Yugoslav gov- 
ernment announced an 85 per 
cent devaluation of the dinar, in 
yet another reminder, of how 
wretched the Serbian economy 
has become. Belgrade students 
marched. in a column several 
miles long through the centre of 
the Serbian capital yesterday, to 
join thousands of other demon- 
strators demanding the resigna- 
tion of the President, Mr 
Slobodan Milosevic. 

The UN Security Council last 
night unanimously approved the 
immediate deployment of 1,000 
Canadian troops to take control 
of the airport after the Serbian 
forces withdrew their artillery 
and military equipment. Western 
diplomats welcomed ‘the news, 
but said the fighting was unlikely 
to stop. — (London Independent 
Service, additional reporting by 
Financial Times Service)

Consultants oppose VHI proposal

A VHI proposal to run a private 
hospital service in certain areas 
has run into vigorous opposition 
from consultants who have sug- 
gested that it could erode the 
‘caring ethos” within the Irish 
hospital service. 
Trenchant criticism of its 
“financial ineptitude” was also 
levelled at VHI management by 
the Irish Hospital Consultants’ 
Association (IHCA) during a 
hearing of the Joint Committee 
on Commercial State-Sponsored 
- Bodies yesterday. 
‘It seemed ““amazing” that the 
VHI, in its “manic desire” to 
‘control private medicine; should 
seek to become involved in loss- 
making activities, the IHCA pres- 
‘ident, Dr James Mahon, told the 
vall-party committee hearing. If 
®the VHI’s financial record had 
“been sustained by a company in 
the private sector, it would have 
gone to the wall in the late 1980s, 


or substantial changes would at 
least have been effected to its 
management. structure, Dr 
Mahon said. 

The Irish Medical Organisation 
(IMO) also expressed serious res- 
ervations and said that the VHI’s 
track record in financial manage- 
ment and its dealings with 
special-interest groups, including 
consultants, left a lot to be de- 
sired. “We do not have confi- 
dence in their ability to own and 
run private hospitals,” the IMO 
consultants’ committee represen- 
tatives, Dr Niall Brennan and Dr 
Seamus Healy, said in their sub- 
mission. 


int detailed criticism of the 
VHI’s current practices, the IMO 
said that its schedule had changed 
little since 1966 and contained 
many anomalies and omissions. 
The VHI’s recent suggestion that 
medical fees should be subjected 
to legislative control was “‘unnec- 
essary” and seemed to be de- 


signed to provoke confrontation, 
it said. 

Given the growth of hospital 
ownership by third-party payers 
or health-maintenance organisa- 
tions in the US, and BUPA 
ownership in Britain, it was not 
oe that the VHI should 
seek similar developments here, 
the IMO said, adding that profit 
became the basic motivation in 
hospital management. 


Experience in the US showed 
that some hospitals run by health- 
maintenance organisations for 
commercial reasons  discrimi- 
nated against the elderly and 
Other high-cost special groups. 
Pressure. was. used in such 
instances to shunt patients into 
the public service, the IMO said. 

It was likely that a hospital 
taken over by the I would 
have been under the previous 
control and ownership of a reli- 
gious order, and this raised ques- 
tions about the observance of 


Catholic ethical guidelines, the 
IMO said. “Whatever the merits 
of such an arrangement in previ- 
ous cases, a question arises as to 
whether or not the VHI, as a 
semi-state body, should give such 
undertakings.” 

In a statement clarifying on 
organisation’s position yesterday, 
the VHI chairman, Mr Noel 
Hanlon, said that it was not its 
intention to seek to be a “domi- 
nant supplier” of private hospital 
services. Nor was it its intention 
to increase the overall number of 
private beds available. 

The main point made by the 
VHI in a recent. submission to the 
Joint. Committee on State-Spon- 
soréd Bodies was that it would 
like to be in a position to take 
over the ownership and running 
of a private hospital, if its exis- 
tence was crucial to providing 
services to its members in a par- 
ticular area and if the current 
proprietors no longer wished to 
run it, Mr Hanlon said.

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THE ancient Romans had a 

r opinion of July. For them 
it ushered in the so-called 
““dog-days” — the hottest and 
most unhealthy time of their 
entire year. For us, too, July 
can be a disappointment — 
albeit in a different way. 
Despite its status as a summer 
month, July is sometimes 
rather wet and windy, and 
often sees a return to change- 
able and quite unsettled 
weather. 


The Romans had a theory 
that it was the radiant power of 
the evil Dog Star, Sirius, that 
provided the extra heat and 
energy for the unpleasantness 
that they experienced. We, of 
course, now know that this 
could not be so; we know that 
even all the stars together 
radiate in our direction only a 
very small amount of energy — 
tiny compared to that received 
directly from the sun each day. 
If July should disappoint us, 
we must look elsewhere for 
explanations. 


In any event, disappoint us it 
_| very well may do. July often 
sees an end to the anticyclonic 
conditions * oi of the 
previous month, and a change 
to a more westerly flow of air. 
The air from the Atlantic has a 
high humidity, and brings us 
more than we have become 
used to in the way of clouds 
and rain. As the old proverb 
puts it: 


Dog days that 
disappoint 


If the first of July it be rainy 
weather, : 

It will rain, more or less, for 
four weeks together. 


We have just emerged from 
what, on average, is the driest 
period in the annual cycle — 
the months of April, May and 
June. This month, if it con- 
forms to pattern, will see the 
gem increase again by about 

per cent or so from the 
average June figure. There is 
less sunshine, too; the average 
July day shas between four and 
six hours of sunshine — about 
an hour less than the equiva- 
lent amount for June. .The 
decrease is caused in part by 
the fact that the days are 
becoming shorter, but it also 
reflects the more cloudy condi- 
tions to which this month is 
prone. 


July, however, scores on one 
point. It shares with August 
the distinction of being the 
warmest month of the year, 
with an average daily maxi- 
mum temperature often in 
excess of 20 degrees Celsius — 
and in a few memorable Julys 
the temperature has soared to 
32 or 33 degrees. Swimming, 
too, becomes somewhat more 
amenable as the temperature ot 
the waters around our coast 
rises to around 14 degrees 
Celsius — about a degree and 
a half higher than is usual in 
June.

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Man was. 
stabbed 
ten times 


A LIMERICK man who stabbed 
another man through the heart 
after an early-morning row was 
jailed for four years by a judge at 
the Central Criminal Court yes- 
terday. Patrick Moran, a 21-year- 
old unemployed man _ from 
O’Malley Park, in Limerick, ad- 
mitted the manslaughter on Octo- 
ber 7th last year of Mr Thomas 
Kiely. 

Mr Kiely (22), from Main 
Street, Patrickswell, Co Limerick, 
was stabbed 10 times by Moran 
with a broken pair of: scissors 
after a row in the early hours of 
the morning at a house in 
O’Malley Park. Mr Justice Car- 
ney heard that Moran and an- 
other man chased Mr Kiely after 
they became involved in a row 
that had nothing to do with them. 


Although Mr Kiely managed to 
get away from the two men, they 
caught him again and Moran 
stabbed him repeatedly. Prose- 
cuting counsel, Mr Anthony Ken- 
nedy SC, said that the,dead man 
was a stranger to O’Malley Park 
and had gone there with his 
girlfriend whose sister was havin 
a christening party. They had left 
the party after a short time and 
went to his girlfriend’s mother’s 
house — opposite the accused 
man’s home in O’Malley Park. 

Mr Kiely and his girlfriend 
went upstairs to her bedroom and 
her mother returned and a row 
broke out involving the mother, 
several of her daughters and Mr 
Kiely. The accused man heard the 
row and went across to the house 
with another man. Mr Kennedy 
said a “general melee” broke out 
and utter confusion reigned. 


Mr Kiely broke free from the 
accused man and managed to get 
out of the house, but Moran and 
the other man followed him. 
Moran picked up half a pair of 
scissors from the kitchen floor in 
the house, chased Mr Kiely and 
stabbed him a total of 10 times, 
the fatal wound piercing his 


heart.

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State to pay 
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Bishops must now “focus on 


education 
of severely 


disabled boy 


COUNSEL for the State has told 
the High Court in Dublin that the 
State will pay for the education of 
a profoundly mentally handi- 
capped caseget ocean boy until 
he becomes 18 years of age, ‘be- 
ginning at the COPE foundation 
in Cork from September. 

“‘That’s what I’ve been looking 
for, for my son Paul, for the past 
four years,’’ Mrs Marie 
O’Donoghue told the judge yes- 
terday: ‘ 

Mrs O’Donoghue, of Mahon 
Drive, Blackrock, Cork, added: 
“This confirms my belief all the 
time that Paul can be educated, 
and I am very happy that he will 
have a teacher like every other 
child.” 

Mrs O’Donoghue had told the 
court last week there were no in- 
' stitutions available in this State 
to educate Paul, an only child, 
who is quadriplegic and pro- 
foundly mentally handicapped. 
Since he became ill in 1985, any 
educational facilities he received 


were mainly as a result of her own 


efforts. 


She has sued the State, claim- 
ing that her son has the same con- 
stitutional right to free primary 
‘education as healthy children. 
Shé also seeks damages. 


Mrs O’Donoghue said this edu- 
cational facility was not available 
for her son until now. She looked 
on the teacher being provided by 
the State as a most important part 
of the group input into Paul’s 
education. 


She learned only in May of the 
prospect of a place being made 
available for Paul at the COPE 
foundation, but had only been 


told that a specialist teacher 
would be appointed in Septem- 
ber. She did not know until yes- 
terday the number of carers 
involved, or the facilities 
available. 

Mrs O’Donoghue said she had 
had to fight hard to get this edu- 
cation for her son. It was never 
her wish that Paul should be edu- 
cated at home all the time. 

Mr James O'Reilly SC, for the 
State, said Paul would be exposed 
to a system of education and 
training designed for his pro- 
found mental handicap. His edu- 
cation in this context would 
extend to 18 yearsofage. 

Following the publication in 
1983 of the “Blue Report” on 
education and training of sev- 
erely and b aps mage = mentally 
handicapped in Ireland, Mr 


O’Reilly said, the Department |- 


had followed the recommend- 
ations of the report and estab- 
lished a pilot scheme involving 
20 teachers at different venues, 
including two in Cork. A draft 
report on the effectiveness of the 
pilot scheme was being consid- 
ered. 

The working party had recom- 
mended that, as all children in 
this category were different, a 
highly flexible approach was to be 
adopted initially and no single 
model should be adopted. - 

Mr John Twomey, a director of 
psychology at the Brothers of 
Charity Services, Bawnmore, 
Limerick, said no matter how 
severely mentally handicapped a 
child was, it had been shown 
clearly he or she could be 
educated. 

The hearing continues today.

want to leave’ 


A CO LEITRIM man had shown 
a “‘strange reticence” about leav- 
ing a Garda station, even though 
he had been under constant ques- 
tioning for 20 hours about the 
disappearance of his wife, the 
High Court was told in Dublin 
yesterday. 

Detective Sergeant Gerry 
O’Carroll said when questioning 
) gardai of Mr Gerald Bohan 
(58), a farmer of Augha- 
drumcarne, Mohill, was over, the 
strange thing was ‘Mr Bohan did 
not want to leave. 

Sergeant O’Carroll was giving 

evidence on the fifth day of an 
action brought by Mr Bohan, who 
is suing the State for damages, 
claiming false imprisonment, as- 
sault and battery. 
* Mrs Evelyn Bohan has not been 
seen since 1976. Mr Bohan al- 
a that on February 17th, 
1981, a number of policemen ar- 
rived at his house and said they 
were investigating the disappear- 
ance of his wife. 

Sergeant O’Carroll said Mr 
Bohan had said to gardai: “I 
don’t want to leave until I have 
you convinced I did not do any- 
thing.”” He could recollect even 
when Mr Bohan had been in the 
station for 20 hours, he (Mr 
Bohan) still did not want to leave; 
he wanted to “straighten this 
out”’. 


The sergeant told Mr Justice 
Lavan and a jury he did not as- 
sault, abuse or denigrate Mr 
Bohan in any way, nor did his 
coll e. He said that at all 
times Mr Bohan had been free to 
leave Dromod Garda station and 
he was not in custody. 

It was totally untrue to suggest 
that Mr Bohan was severely 
beaten and bruised and was 
bleeding from the ears and 
mouth. He said that if he had had 
any concern about Mr Bohan’s 
health he would have sent for a 
doctor. 


Earlier, Detective Inspector 
Browne said that when he saw Mr 
Bohan he was quite normal and 
there were no marks on him. 


The inspector said hé was satis- 
fied that none of his men had 
touched Mr Bohan. He knew his 
men. 


Dr Enda Cadden, of Mobhill, 
said Mr Bohan was his patient. 
The doctor said he had come to 
court as a result of a telephone 
call he had received from the 
pee Early in March, 1981, Mr 

han came to see him with a son 
who had tonsilitis. Mr Bohan had 
said nothing about his own condi- 
tion, and there were no marks 
that he (the doctor) could recol- 
lect. He was a very healthy fellow.

Rapist is sentenced to 
penal servitude for life 


- A RAPIST was given two sen- 
tences of penal servitude for life, 
after the Central Criminal Court 
was told he was “a menace and 
danger to society”. Immediately 
after James Jackson (25), of 
Thomas Court Bawn, Dublin 8, 
was sentenced by Mr Justice Car- 
ney, he jumped to his feet in the 
dock and shouted: “I’m innocent. 
It was them bastards down there 
that did it.” He was removed by 
_— officers and gardai to the 
cells below. 

He had pleaded guilty to two 
separate charges of rape and two 
other assaults on prostitutes 
along the city quays. Jackson, un- 
employed and described by a 
Garda officer as a drifter and a 
man with an alcohol problem, 
was given a life term of penal ser- 
vitude for the rape of a prostitute 
on waste ground in the Benburb 
Street area of the city quays on 
September 23rd last year. 

He was also sentenced to penal 
servitude for life for the rape of a 
44-year-old alcoholic widow on 
November 20th, 1991; five years’ 
imprisonment for an aggravated 
sexual assault on another prosti- 


‘tute on September 18th, 1991; 
and a 12-month term of detention 
for robbing another prostitute, 
also in the Benburb Street area, 
on August 3rd last year. All the 
sentences are to run concurrently. 

The judge said that in deter- 
mining his sentence he had to lay 
aside the usual weight given by 
courts to guilty pleas and replace 
it with consideration for the pro- 
tection of all women and, in par- 
ticular, prostitutes. 

He said he had been informed 
by a psychiatrist that Jackson was 
a danger to society and likely to 
re-offend. The accused man had a 
history of sexual attacks on 
women and, in addition to raping 
two of his victims, had forced 
oral sex on them. He had also 
perpetrated extremely -serious 
violence on one woman and made 
violent threats to all of his 
victims. 

He refused an application by 
Mr Seamus Sorohan SC, for the 
defence, for leave to appeal 
against the severity of the 
sentence. 

Detective Sergeant 
Gallagher, of the 


Thomas 
Bridewell 


Station, told Mr Joseph Mathews, 
prosecuting, that in the rape inci- 
dent on September 23rd, the 
rostitute told detectives she had 
n approached by the accused 
man and she had agreed a price 
for sex. When they went on to 
waste ground he refused to pay 
her and instead beat her with his 
fists. 

She fell crying and screaming to 
the ground, but he raped her and 
forced her to have oral sex with 
him. 

Sergeant Gallagher said that 
Jackson had four previous con- 


victions, two for indecent assault.’ 


Dr Brian McCaffrey, a psychia- 
trist, told Mr Sorohan he did not 
think he could help the accused 
man’s defence by coming to court 
to give evidence. 


Asked if he would consider 
Jackson a potential danger if he 
drank again when released, Dr 
McCaffrey replied: “I feel he has 
a lot to learn. He is, in my opin- 
ion, a danger now and will be for 
some time. He will constitute a 
menace to society if he drinks 
again.” 


Girl was sexually abused 


A 13-YEAR-OLD girl wrote a let- 
ter to her mother and left it in a 
copybook revealing a litany of 
sexual abuse by her now-dead 
father, her uncle and a neighbour, 
Judge Michael Moriarty, in Dub- 
lin Circuit Criminal Court, was 
told gps The girl’s 67- 
year-old uncle, from Dublin, 
pleaded guilty to two counts of 
indecent assault between January 
and December, 1987. 

Detective Sergeant Kieran Sav- 
age, of Clondalkin, told Mr Shane 
Murphy, barrister, prosecuting, 
that in February 1987, around the 
time she was making her confir- 
mation, the girl began to visit her 
uncle’s house. He sexually inter- 
fered with her. Sergeant Savage 
said that the assaults continued 
on a weekly basis. The offences 
by her uncle came to light at 
Christmas when the young girl 


~ 


did not want to visit his house. 

She wrote a letter to her mother 
outlining the assaults on her and 
left it in one of her copybooks for 
her mother to find. Sergeant Sav- 
age said that initially her story 
was not believed because she also 
claimed that her father and a 
neighbour had also indecently as- 
saulted her. Her father died be- 
fore 1987. 

The detective said that, when 
interviewed, her uncle had admit- 
ted the offences. For a time, the 
- attended Crumlin Hospital 

ut her protracted ordeal would 
leave a great scar on her life for 
years to come. 

Pleading for leniency, Mr Pat- 
rick Marrinan, barrister, said the 
defendant was a quiet man who 
lived in virtual seclusion with his 
wife. 

But, he said, a probation offi- 


wa: 


cer, Mr Gerry McNally, in his 
report had highlighted concerns 
for the physical and mental wel- 
fare of the defendant if he was to 
be incarcerated. Judge Moriarty 
said that normally in a case like 
this he wauld impose a custodial 
sentence. 

The defendant was in a unique 
position of trust in relation to his 
niece. He had gravely abused that 
trust. He had both caused and en- 
hanced the trauma and destruc- 
tion of the girl’s life. He had 
engaged in outrageous, criminal 
and scandalous behaviour. 

But, said the judge, he needed 
time to evaluate all factors which 
had been urged upon him by de- 
fence counsel. He adjourned sen- 
tence to November 12th next and 
said that the defendant was to 
remain under continuing medical 
treatment. 


accountability and truth’ 


FOR Bishop Brendan Comiskey 
the most important thing about 
what he calls the “tragedy” of his 
former colleague, Bishop Eamonn 
Casey, is what the Catholic 
Church in Ireland can learn from 
it; especially by asking why the 
former Bishop of Kerry and 
Galway had to carry the heavy 
burden of his guilt alone for years 
while living in what is supposed 
to be a caring Christian com- 
munity. 

It is clear, Dr Comiskey says, 
that “‘a very good man who did an 
awful lot of good for the Church 
did not face up to his responsibil- 
ities” towards Annie Murphy and 
their son, Peter. “He has said that 
he has sinned grievously, but did 
the community sin grievously in 
not supporting him? 

“I go to Maynooth for three 
days, three times a year, but I get 
very little support. You go to 
what is a business meeting with a 
three-page agenda, but there is no 
one saying: ‘Brendan, how are 
you, are you hurting?” 

He now reflects that for 18 
_ Bishop Casey came to the 

aynooth meetings of the Hier- 
archy and found no one there to 
help him to deal with his personal 


roblem. “I’m not excusing him. - 


e said he was guilty and he 
sinned, but sin is communal and 
there are a lot of people who 
share in sins we commit.” 

Dr Comiskey does not neces- 
sarily agree with the Hierarchy 
spokesman, the Bishop of 

ogher, Dr Joseph Duffy, that 
Bishop ey should have 
resigned when he became a father 
to look after the family. “I don’t 
know. ae 4 he could make the 
decision, but he would have 
needed a great deal of support 
from people.” 

Referring to Bishop Casey’s de- 
cision to turn to him for advice 
three weeks before he resigned, 
Dr Comiskey says: “I find it ex- 
traordinary that he called me, as I 
was not part of his community. 
He had other circles of friends — 
priests, bishops. It was a prett 
desperate thing to call me wit 
three weeks to go.” 

He has “no idea” why Bishop’ 
Casey chose him. “I was not par- 
ticularly close to him, although I 
admired him in many ways. He 
might have called me because he 
figured I was in management (# 
reference to his degree from Trin- 
ity College) and could manage a 
crisis.” 

The effect on fellow bishops 
and clergy of the Bishop Casey 


In the first of a two-part interview,

affair was twofold. One reaction 
was “to say it is a nine-day won- 
der and will pass, but that would 
be very superficial”. The other 
reaction was one of “‘panic”’. 

But for Dr Comiskey, who has 
been Bishop of Ferns since 1984, 
it has become a “defining mo- 
ment” for the bishops, by which 
he means that, while they have no 
control over the event itself, they 
can now “mould and shape our 
reaction”. ? 

There was now an urgency for 
the bishops in focusing on such 


a strong support system and 
““suddenly they are out in a very 
lonely, exposed position, living 
on their own with their own 
transport, money and loneliness”. 

Most of them cannot afford to 
pay a housekeeper a fair salary, so 
“they find they are living an ex- 
traordinary kind of life” for 
which oe not prepared ade- 
quately. This is a challenge not 
only to seminaries but also to the 
laity in parishes, “not to leave the 
priest isolated.” 

“The celibacy thing raises the

questions as accountability and 
truth. ““There is the temptation if 
one is in trouble that, rather than 
facing it, one says: ‘What I do is 
for the good of the Church and 
that is the overall good’.” 

_The whole place of celibacy for 
diocesan clergy is “now very 
much in focus and would affect 
the morale of priests and bishops. 
There is no escaping that.” 

The question of “companion- 
ship and support” for diocesan 
clergy must now be addressed. 
They come out of a seminary with 


profoundest questions, not just 
about Bishop Casey, me or the 
youngest priest, but for the com- 
munity in which a priest finds 
himself — the community of his 
fellow-priests, the bishop, the lay 
Catholics who live around him. 
Do they ever invite him out to 
their houses?” _ 
But surely Bishop Casey did 
not suffer from isolation? If ever 
a cleric seemed to be moving con- 
stantly among his flock and else- 
where, he seemed to be the one. 
Dr Comiskey replies: “Maybe 


his movement was manic in the 
sense that he was on the run, run- 
ning constantly” from his secret. 

“It is easy as a priest, and cer- 
tainly as a bishop, to me a 
loner. You are always going out, 
but unless you have friends .. .” 
He leaves the sentence un- 
finished. 

“That is why I thought that one 
of the negative results of the fall- 
out would be that the priests and 
bishops who have g friends of 
both sexes would in some way 
feel that they were under attack, 
and that would be a catastrophe 
of enormous proportions, espe- 
cially for women. 

“We are already in bad enough 
shape for being out of contact 
with women. Feminists tell us we 
know nothing. We’d know less if 
our friends leave us. Come back, 
Mary, all is forgiven.” He laughs 
heartily. 

Did he himself not become a 
victim of rumours about his per- 
sonal life following the Bishop 
Casey affair? 

“IT found the rumour campaign 
about myself very distressing but 
Understandable as the whole 
country was awash with rumours. 


They even had a dead bishop car- 


7 on — there’s more life in 
the Hierarchy than I thought.” 
He laughs again. 

_ He accepts that the celibacy 
issue is here to stay. “You cannot 
stop people asking questions 
about married clergy and the or- 


‘dination of women. That would 


be totalitarianism.” 


He, points out that these ques- 
tions’ are “basically organisa- 
tional details and not of the core 
beliefs of the Church. Unless we 
see these challenges as secondary 
to the basic challenge of being 
one with Christ, we are going to 
come up with the wrong solutions 
and in the wrong way by merely 
reacting.” * 

In any case the celibacy ques- 
tion will not be decided in Ire- 
land, which is “‘a very small dot 
on the Vatican landscape”. But 
the Bishop Casey affair will “‘add 
to the discussion and debate”. 


The increasing shortage of 
priests would be a factor in the 
debate on celibacy, but it should 
not be the main one. “The hu- 
manity of the priest and the 
whole role of sexuality in the 
human person should be the 
approach”’. 

If there is to be a change even- 
a it would first be forced on 
to the agenda because of the 
“lived experience of young 
priests” who are “not able and 
willing to accept celibacy as their 
predecessors did”. 

It might surprise lay people 
that the bishops did not have the 
Bishop Casey affair on the agenda 
of their June meeting in May- 
nooth, the first since the matter 
became public. Dr Comiskey sees 
such surprise as an example both 
of how little the outside world 
understands what bishops do and. 
of how bad the bishops are at 
communicating. 

The three meetings each year of 
the Hierarchy are essentially 
“business meetings at which few 
decisions are ever taken by a 
vote”. It would not have been the 
right forum to discuss the Bishop 
Casey affair, and besides, he is 
now “subject to Rome” and 
Rome could easily say to the Irish 
bishops it was not their business 
to discuss his case. 


Likewise, the question of mis- 
use of diocesan funds in the 
Bishop Casey affair was not an 
appropriate item for discussion, 
as each diocese is supposed to 
have its own autonomous finan- 
cial arrangements and controls. 
Personally, he favours making the 
diocesan financial committee 
Bop eer rena lay”’, as do “a lot 
of other bishops’’. 

“We take for granted that 
—_ know these things. We are 
iving in a Thomistic philosophy 
time warp in ways.” 

Dr Comiskey favours back- 
ground briefing sessions for jour- 
nalists ““every month or two’’. He 
also believes journalists should be 
allowed to attend “‘at least part of 
the meetings in Maynooth”’. 

“If the media could only see 
that we are sincere, decent people 
trying to grapple with and make a 
contribution to society in Ireland, 
rather than (as) the red- and pur- 
ple-gowned figures going behind 
closed doors and lobbing diktats 
over the wall,”” Dr Comiskey says 
wistfully.

GPs may leave 
medical scheme 


REPRESENTATIVES of the Republic’s 1,600 general practi- 
tioners will meet in Dublin this evening to consider a recom- 
mendation from their national committee to hold a ballot on a 
proposal to withdraw from the medical-card scheme. 

Dr Cormac MacNamara, the president of the Irish Medical 
Organisation, said yesterday that GPs had been making their 
grievances known for some time, and the national committee 
was now taking the unusual step of recommending a ballot. The 
problems arose because of the manner in which withholding tax 
operated in relation to expenses, and because of underfunding 
of the medical-card scheme, which was on the point of collapse.

Mr Patrick MacEntee SC, who appeared for the boy, 
asked for the case to be adjourned until July 10th. Mr Justice 
Carney remanded the boy in custody until then.

_ When the action, in which she sought a number of declara- 
tions, came before Mr Justice Keane yesterday, Mr Aidan 
Browne SC said it had been settled, and a statement was to be 
read. The statement said Sister Brid had been a teacher at St 
Louis High School, Rathmines, from 1973 until July 3\st, 
1991, “since when she has been on a career break, both ap- 
proved and imposed.” The statement added: “She no longer 
teaches at St Louis High School. At all relevant times she was a 
teacher in good standing with the board of management of the 
school and with the Institute of St Louis.” 

Mr Browne said the only order required was that the action 
be struck out.

THE FUEL to be reprocessed at 
the es mone extension to the 
Sellafield nuclear plant would be 
10 times more radioactive than at 
present, the Labour spokesman 
on social policy, Mr Brendan 
Howlin, told the Dail. oe 
Moving his party’s motion in 
private members’ time condemn- 
ing the extension and calling on 
the Government to initiate a 
campaign against it, Mr Howlin 
said the plant was due to “go 
active” before the end of the year.

Sellafield II. would be a ther- 
mal oxide reprocessing plant 
(THORP). Nuclear waste from 
the UK, Continental Europe and 
Japan had been stockpiled, wait- 
ing for the new factory to begin 
its work. The dangers and costs 
involved in dealing with this fuel 
were so great that Germany and 


the US had decided to stop repro- 


cessing it in their owr countries, 


jlanned 30 years operating life of 
ellafield 11, around 21,000 
tonnes of nuclear waste would be 
reprocessed — this meant import- 
ing over 600 tonnes of forei 
waste fuel every year from the 
mid 199QOs. 

If the plant “‘goes active,” said 
Mr Howlin, discharges into the 
air of highly poisonous sub- 
stances such as ruthenium would 
rise by up to 1,000.per cent, and 
radioactive discharges of -sub- 
stances such as caesium would 
rise by up to 800 ne cent. Repro- 
cessing at Sellafield 11 would gen- 
erate more waste than would 
come into the plant.

Mr Gleeson challenged him 
and said that the then Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, Mr 
Burke, had stated in the Dail on 
May 10th, 1989, that there was 
no default wd the Iraqis.

£14 million; in November, 1988, 
it was £33.5 million, and by the 
end of December, 1988, it was 
£49.1 million; at the end of 
Jan , 1989, it was £61.1 mil- 
lion; at the end of February, 
1989, it was £65.3 million. — 

Mr Gleeson said that on May 
10th, 1989, Mr Burke had said 
that they were not in default. Mr 
O’Malley said that he thought it 
was ‘in reply to his speech in the 
adjournment debate. Mr Gleeson 
quoted Mr Burke as _ stating: 
“Iraq has never defaulted in a 
trade debt to Ireland.” 

“TI recall him. saying that now. 
He was seriously in error in 
saying it,” said Mr O’Malley. 
He said that the official figures 
were that the default payment 
was £65.3 million at the time that 
Mr Burke was speaking in the 
Dail on May 10th, 1989. 

He stated that he would regard 
overdue payments and default 
payments as being the same 
thing. These payments were 
overdue at the end of the credit 
— which was long, usually 
8 months. 

Mr Gleeson then went on to 
Quote a number of documents by 
experts and a number of people, 
some in the Department, who 
took a pro-selective view in 
favour of selecting one or two 
companies only for export credit 
insurance, to avoid damaging 
competition. 

r O'Malley said that compe- 
tition was widely regarded as 
worthwhile and worthy of 
encouragement.

Mr Gleeson then quoted 
another official, Mr Derek 
Mockler, former deputy secre- 
tary of the Department of Agri- 
culture, as saying that he was 
against putting “more than one 
ferret down hole.”

Most approve abortion ruling

Chief Justice Rehnquist: 
accused of ‘stunted conception 
of individual liberty 


MOST people in the US tend to 
agree with the US Supreme Court 
landmark decision on Monday, 
affirming the right to abortion 
but allowing state-imposed 
restrictions, according to a Gal- 
lup poll yesterday. 

Some 31 per cent felt the ruling 
went too far in_ restricting 
abortion, 15 per cent not far 
enough, and 37 per cent felt it 
was about right. When the issues 
were detailed, 81 per cent fa- 
voured anti-abortion counselling 
and 73 per cent a 24-hour waiting 
period, both now permitted by 
the Court. 

Another poll, in the Washing- 
ton Post, showed the Democratic 
candidate, Mr Bill Clinton, who is 
Strongly pro-choice, taking the 
lead for the first time in the presi- 
dential election campaign, with 33 
per cent over his rivals, Mr Ross 
Perot, who says abortion should 
be the woman’s decision (30 per 
cent), and President Bush, who is 
anti-abortion (29 per cent). 

However, the Gallup poll 
showed that only one in eight vot-

ers would use abortion as a litmus 
test in voting for a candidate. 

Congress yesterday began de- 
bating a Freedom of Choice Act 
aimed at securing in law the right 
to abortion. It is certain to be ve- 
toed by Mr Bush. 

Debate over the abortion ruling 
has been intensified by bitter div- 
isions within the nine-member 
court, whose opinions were pub- 
lished yesterday. The court split 5- 
4 to retain the 1973 decision (Roe 
v Wade) making abortion a con- 
stitutional right. 

“IT am 83 years old. I cannot 
remain on this court forever... I 
fear for the darkness as four jus- 


‘tices anxiously await the single 


vote gp vw to extinguish the 
light,” said Judge Harry Black- 
mun, the author of Roe v Wade,’ 


in a separate opinion. The four 
justices include Chief Justice Wil- 
liam Rehnquist. 

The Chief Justice mocked the 
majority opinion, writing that it 
retained the outer shell of Roe v 
Wade, making it “a judicial Po- 
temkin Village, which may be 
pointed out to passers-by as a 
monument to the importance of 
adhering to precedent”. 

Precedent should not be fol- 
lowed if a decision was wrong, he 
declared. “The judicial branch de- 
rives its legitimacy, not from 
following public opinion but from 
deciding... whether legislative 
enactments comport with the con- 
stitution.” 3 

Justice Blackmun wrote scath- 
ingly that the Chief Justice’s opin- 
ion “follows from his stunted 
conception of individual liberty”’. 
He accused his-senior colleague of 
seeing personal-liberty cases as 
“only a laundry list of particular 
rights” rather. than _ rights 
grounded in the right to privacy. 

The ruling confirmed that the 
court is now dominated by a cen- 


tre-right bloc of three justices — 
Sandra Day O’Connor, Anthony 
Kennedy and David Souter — 
which has emerged as the unin- 
tended moderate creation of Pres- 
ident Reagan and Mr Bush. They 
oined two liberal judges — Harry 

lackmun and Paul Stevens — to 
uphold Roe v Wade, aeons that 
precedent should be followed to 
ensure stability and respect for the 
Judicial system. 

In their opinion, they noted that 
19 years after “our holding that 
the constitution protects a 
woman’s right to terminate her 
pregnancy... the United States 
(administration) again asks us to 
overrule Roe. 

“Men and woman of good con- 
science can disagree... about the 
profound moral and spiritual im- 
plications of terminating a preg- 
nancy, even in its earliest stages. 
Some of us as individuals find 
abortion“offensive to our most 
basic principles of morality, but 
that cannot control our decision. 


Our obligation is to define the lib- 


erty of all, not to mandate our 


Own moral code.” 

They said the reaffirmation of 
Roe had three parts. “First is a 
recognition of the right of the 
woman to chose to have an 
abortion before viability, and to 
obtain it without undue interfer- 
ence from the state. Before viabil- 
ity, the state’s interests are not 
strong enough to support a prohi- 
bifion of abortion... 

“Second is the confirmation of 
the state’s power to restrict 
abortions after foetal viability, if 
the law contains exceptions for 
pregnancies which endanger a 
woman’s life or health. And third 
is the principle that the state has 
pe rors interest from the outset 
of the pregnancy in protecting the 


health of the woman and the life 


of the foetus that may become a 


child.” 


In support of their decision, 
they said “an entire generation 
has come of age to assume Roe’s 
concept of liberty in defining the 
capacity of women to act in soci- 
ety and to make reproductive de- 
cisions.”

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Mr _Boudiaf is to be buried 
today at. the: national, FE] Alia cem- 
etery in south-east Algiers, but 
the funeral committee headed by 
the Interior Minister, Mr Larbi 
Belkheir, would not say whether 
crowds would be allowed. 

No successor is likely to be 
named until after the funeral. 

The main lay opposition par- 
ties called for national 
reconcilation involving the Is- 
lamic Salvation Front (FIS), 
which was robbed of almost cer- 
tain electoral victory in January 
and outlawed two months later. 

Mr Boudiaf himself, an inde- 
pendence war veteran recalled 
from exile in January, ruled out 
any negotiations at all with the 
FIS just days before he was mur- 
dered by an armed man in riot 
police uniform. 

Witnesses insisted there had 
been a civilian accomplice in the 
attack, who was shot dead, while 
officials said the, policeman was 
arrested. 

Five people were seriously in- 
jured and remained in hospital 
yesterday, the national APS news 
agency said. 

Amon 36 other people 
wounded, according to the offi- 
cial toll, were two government 
ministers who were allowed to 
return to their homes overnight 
on Monday. 

The country was quiet yester- 
day as the press speculated that 
while Muslim fundamentalists 
may have killed Mr Boudiaf, he 
had. made many other enemies 
with an anti-corruption drive 
since his return.

Estonians fear Russian troops 
pose threat to new freedom 


THE hardening of military atti- 
tudes in Russia, impending large 
scale unemployment among 
Estonia’s Russian-speaking popu- 
lation, and the continuing 
presence of 25,000 former Soviet 
troops on Estonian soil provide a 
recipe for tension belied by the 
calm atmosphere of the country’s 
beautiful capital, Tallinn. 

But conflict could emerge, par- 
ticularly if changes in the Russian 
Government take place, according 
to Mr Yuri Luik, head of the 

litical section of the Estonian 

Oreign Ministry. 

In his office in the former 
headquarters of the central com- 
mittee of the Estonian Communist 
Party, Mr Luik said he was 
apprehensive about the attitude of 
Russia’s Vice-President, Mr 
Alexander Rutskoy, who would 
automatically take over as presi- 
dent in the event of the death or 
incapacitation of President 
Yeltsin, on the position of 
Russian-speaking populations in 
the former Soviet republic, par- 
ticularly given the recent experi- 
ences in Moldova. 

“The military who were very 

uiet immediately after the 

ugust coup are now stiffening 
their attitudes. And we have 
noted that General Boris Gromov, 
former commander of the Soviet 
forces in Afganistar and a well- 
known coup supporter, has been 
a pny defence minister 
of Russia,” Mr Luik said.

Preliminary results of the

This is interpreted by many in 
the Russian community, which 
numbers 600,000 out of a popula- 
tion of 1.5 million, as an 
infringement of their civil rights. 
However, Mr Luik put it down 
purely to the electorate’s decision 
not to differentiate between the 
Russians who have already 
applied for citizenship and those 
who have not.

With the example of Moldova, 
where Russians on the left bank 
of the Dniester declared their 
independence with consequent 
bloodshed, in mind, Estonians are 
worried about a similar situation 
developing in their country. 

In Moldova, the Russian 14th 
army was drawn into the conflict 
and the presence of about 25,000 
troops on their national territory 
adds to Estonian apprehension. 

Mr Luik explained that the 
figure of 25, was supplied by 
the Russians, with whom 
Estonia’s talks on troop. with- 
drawal have broken down. “On 
our side we really don’t know 
how many there are,” he said. 

The main item in contention 
between Estonia and Russia is not 
the withdrawal of the troops but 
the timing. Estonia wants all 
Russian forces out by the end of 
this year, while Russia talks about 
a minimal withdrawal by 1997, 
with all troops leaving the country 
by the year 2005. 

The possibility of a change of 
overnment in Russia over such a 
Ong time-scale and _ instability 
there has heightened the sense of 
insecurity in the tiny Estonian 
republic.

Court 
rejects 
appeal of 
anorexic

THE decision by the Court of 
Appeal in London that an 
anorexic teenage girl can be 
treated against her wished to 
prevent. her starving to death 
effectively diminished the statu- 
tory legal rights of 16 and 
17-year-olds, legal experts said 
yesterday. 

The court decided that the 
16-year-old girl’s views were of 
“no weight” in deciding whether. 
to consent to particular medical 
treatment. 

“Sixteen and 17-year-olds have 
a statutory legal right to consent 
to treatment under the Family 
Law Reform Act 1969. Today’s 
ruling. seriously diminishes their 
rights and means they have not 
got a right to refuse treatment,” a 
spokeswoman for the Children’s 
Legal Centre said. 


“This opens up all sorts of 
floodgates. Theoretically, a 16 or 
17-year-old who was pregnant and 
decided to keep the baby could be 
forced to have an abortion by her 
parents under this ruling,” the 
spokeswoman added. 

The solicitor for the 
16-year-old, who was referred to 
as “J” in court, said he would 
seek leave to appeal to the law 
lords. “The House of Lords will 
tell us whether we have the right 
view of what the law says,” Mr 
Major Somerton said. 


The court heard a day and a 
half of legal argument before 
reaching its decision. It ordered 
the two sides in the case — the 
girl herself and the local authority 
which has care of her — to report 
to the court today on the methods 
of treatment that are available. 


Lord Donaldson, who presided 
with Lords Justices Balcombe and 
Nolan, heard that the girl’s 
parents died when she was young, 
a grandfather who she was fond 
of died later and she had unfortu- 
—— while being fos- 
tered. 


She began losing weight in 1990 
and now weighed five stone seven 
pounds. She had not eaten for 
nine days. Mr James Munby, QC, 
instructed by the Official Solicitor 
to give the court impartial guid- 
ance on the legal aspects of the 
case said it hinged on two things. 
_ The first was whether the girl’s 
life was in peril and the second 
was whether she might suffer 
serious and irreversible damage to 
her brain and her reproductive 
organs. ‘‘Your lordships are faced 
with the case of a girl who has 
currently embarked on a course

Tide may be turning 
against Serb rebels 


THE TIDE may be turning 
against heavily-armed but poorly- 
led Serbian militiamen in Bosnia, 
who until recently controlled two- 
thirds of the former Yugoslav 
republic. The rebels have been 
reeling from a string of defeats at 
the hands of Bosnian government 
forces, despite superior weaponry 
handed to them when the Ser- 
bian-dominated federal army 
withdrew its last troops. 


Military analysts now say the 
Serbs have been caught off guard 
by a two-pronged offensive as 
Bosnian Croats and Muslims con- 
verge on the embattled capital of 
Sarajevo. 

Serbs, who make up one-third 
of Bosnia’s 4.3 million people, 
rebelled at the end of February 
when the Muslim and Croat ma- 
jority voted for independence 
from Serbian-dominated Yugo- 
slavia. 


Backed by the federal army 
they swiftly captured two-thirds 
of Bosnia in an attempt to create 
their own republic linked to 
Serbia. 


But their advantage began dete- 
riorating earlier this month when 
Belgrade, seeking to distance it- 
self from a civil war that has 
killed at least 7,500, pulled the 
federal army out of Bosnia. 


IRISH soldiers are out there,

The 10-day Croat advance east- 
ward already has overrun Stolac, 
a key town 16 miles from the 
river. The attackers appear intent 
on continuing towards the 
regional capital of Trebinje. 

“Indiscipline and _ constant 
drunkenness have transformed 
the Serbs into a useless rabble,” 


said Mr Milos Vasic, a Belgrade 
military analyst. ““Their morale 
has hit rock bottom because they 
were promised an easy victory 
and the chance to loot captured 
Croatian and Muslim villages,” 
he said, adding: “It is not easy to 
motivate such men to fight 
against a determined and disci- 
plined enemy.” 

Such comments are bolstered 
by reports of mass defections that 
have whittled Serb forces in Her- 
zegovina to fewer than 3,000 
men. 

Belgrade’s waning support for 
the rebels is partly the result of 
international pressure, including 
sweeping UN sanctions against 
the truncated Yugoslav federa- 
tion, now only Serbia and Monte- 
negro. - 
ven so, Western sources say, 
the army turned over to Bosnian 
Serbs some 200 armoured vehi- 
cles, including more than 100 T- 
55 tanks, along with hundreds of 
field guns and some 30 war- 
planes. They estimate the insur- 
gents are able to field some 
40,000 men. 

Bosnian Croats can muster 
30,000 troops, and the Muslims 
about 20,000 

“The equipment left behind 
was intended to give the Serbs a 
definite edge; said a Western 


military attache. “But nobody 
realised what a disaster their 
command and control was until it 
was too late.”

Lack of co-ordination amon 
Serb units has enabled Croat an 
Muslim forces to retake a 60-mile 
stretch of road between Sarajevo 
and the southern city of Mostar. 
Those forces are poised near the 
Serbian-held town of Hadzici, 
only six miles from Sarajevo. 

Another arm of the pincer is 
descending south toward Sara- 
jevo from the mainly Muslim city 
of Zenica. 

“If those two forces meet, it 
will mean the end of the Serb 
dream to occupy Sarajevo,” Mr 
Vasic said. 

“They will cut up and isolate 
the Serb-controlled area into 
more manageable enclaves, which 
they will then be able to deal with 
one by one,” he predicted. —

THE UNITED Nations, preparing 
to send 5,700 tons of food to the 
besieged residents of Sarajevo, was 
yesterday awaiting an advance 
party of more than 200 UN troops 
en route to the city to help secure 
its airport for relief flights after 
Serbian militiamen in Bosnia 
relinquished control to the UN. 
The UN spokesman in Geneva, Mr 
Ron Redmond, said the agency 
would start flying in supplies as 
soon as the airport was deemed 
safe. 

The Security Council voted on 
Monday night to send 1,000 Cana- 
dian peacekeepers to secure the 


airport to enable an airlift to start. 

Mr Redmond said that the UN 
was busy stockpiling supplies in 
the Croatian capital, Zagreb, for 
transport to Sarajevo. He said the 
United States, Britain and Norway 
had offered C-130 transport planes 
and the EC said it would pay for 
the cost of the aid. 

It will be a huge operation. The 
UN estimates it needs to send 
about 190 tons of food each day — 
a target of 5,700 tons over a one- 
month period. The transport 
planes have a capacity of only 10- 
15 tons, which means that there 
must be up to 20 flights daily. 


The UN agency will work with 
local relief organisations to ensure 
distribution within the city, and 
will continue to use road convoys to 
supplement the airlift.

104 tons of supplies was due to 
leave Belgrade under armed UN 
escort for Sarajevo yesterday.

THE communist-controlled care- 
taker government of the rump 
Yugoslav republic has announced 
it will issue new currency and will 
devalue the dinar by 85 per cent 
in a drastic move to combat un- 
precedented inflation, which has 
steadily grown since the UN im- 
posed scanctions on the Serbia- 
Montenegro union. 

In an accompanying move, the 
Serbian government of President 
Slobodan Milosevic has _ an- 
nounced stringent new regula- 
tions including a price freeze on 
wheat, flour, bread and sugar. 

The price of petrol, which ear- 
lier last month was rationed to 30 
litres per car a month, will rise b 
116.7 per cent and electricity will 
rise by 67.7 per cent. 

The Serbia Prime Minister, Mr 
Radoman Bozovic, said salaries 
would not be frozen but instead 
would be determined by a special 
system. Mr Bozovic claimed that 
“‘all these measures should reduce 
the inflation from about 120 per 
cent to 20 per cent a month”’. 

Apart from Serbia, wifh a pop- 
ulation of 9.8 million, similar 
measures were being introduced 
in the tiny republic of Montene- 
gro of 600,000 people. 

As of today, the Yugoslav 
National Bank will begin issuing 
new dinar notes with one zero 
less than on the old bills. At the 
same time, the official exchange 
rate will be set at 200 new dinars 
to $1. Under the old currency,

THE British EC Presidency, 
which begins today, is set to table 
a discussion paper setting clear 
limits on the right of the Commu- 
nity to intervene in moral ques- 
tions like abortion.

It is difficult to see, however, 
how the principle of subsidiarity 
could be fully applied to issues 
like abortion. The EC Court of 
Justice has already ruled that 
abortion is a commercial service, 
and therefore entitles the same 
protection as any other service. 


The six-month British presi- 
dency will be formally launched 
this morning at a joint press 
conference given by the British 
Prime Minister, Mr Major, and 
the EC Commission President, Mr 
Jacques Delors, in London. 


At a briefing yesterday, the 
British Foreign Secretary, Mr 
Douglas Hurd, identified four 
main priorities for the presidency: 
completion of the internal market; 
agreement on a new EC budget; 
substantial 3h mar on the 
enlargement of the Community; 
and the effort. to make 
subsidiarity a “day-by-day fact” 
of EC life. 


A British official also stressed 
that Britain would be working to 
facilitate ratification of the 
Maastricht Treaty by Denmark. 
“The Danes have asked us for 
time and we will give them this. 
But in the autumn, perhaps after 
the French referendum, we will 
be looking to them to bring 
forward their own ideas,” he 
said. 

Mr Garel-Jones expressed con- 
fidence that Westminster will 
ratify the treaty. Media attention 


had focused on a small minority 
of Euro-sceptics, but there was 
still “‘very strong fundamental 
support” for the treaty, he said. 


Asked about the influence of 
Lady Thatcher, he said good-

— in the House of Lords’.

Germany to quit

GERMANY is to pull out of the 
en project, the three par- 
ties of the centre-right coalition 
government have decided, accord- 
ing to sources at the meeting. 

The German Defence Minister, 
Mr Volker Ruehe, has been given a 
mandate to open talks with the 
other members of the project — 
Britain, Spain and Italy — to de- 
velop a cheaper, lighter version of 
the interceptor, the sources said. 

Mr Ruehe had recommended a 
pull-out because the project was 
too costly and out-of-date after the 
end Of the Cold War. Britain, the 
other leading member of the con- 
sortium, has already rejected a

He described it as a 
waste of 15 billion marks of devel- 
opment money, and said the lighter 
aircraft would be ineffective 
against the MiG-29 fighters that 
had already been sold abroad by 
the Soviet Union. 

A decision on the alternative to 
Eurofighter would have to be taken 
by 1996 at the latest, according to 
the Ruehe plan. The craft is to 
replace the F-4 Phantom, which 
will end its operational life towards 
the end of the century. 

On Monday, Mr Ruehe said that 
Germany could also look at off-the- 
shelf alternatives from other 
countries which could be built 
under licence.

In all the welter of press and TV 
tc ie Sylvester has been a 
ey figure, presumably muttering 
meaningfully into his considerable 
beard. But even without this, it is 
weet that the show would 
ave been well attended, by the 
ublic as well as by the 
intelligentsia. 

Yet when the artist died in 
1967, most people at the time 
reckoned him as no more than an 
interesting second-rater, one more 
Surrealist among the many. It is 
true that in America the Pop 
generation admired him (it was by

Minimalists and Conceptualists. 
His seeming indifference to the 
sensuous qualities of art, and his 
insistence that it was the realisa- 
tion of the basic idea which 
counted, had ingratiated him with 
a generation in revolt against belle 
peinture. 

In fact, it has taken Post- 
Modernism to take Magritte at his 
proper stature, which indicates 
that in many respects he lies 
outside the official mainstream of 
mid-20th-century art. Certainly he 
had little success in Paris, in spite 
of living there for several years 
and developing close relationships 
with André Breton, Dali, Eluard, 
etc. Yet Magritte had no sym- 
pathy with American Modernism 
and he seems hardly to have 
considered New York, except as 
a possible source of sales. 

Sarah Whitfield, in her cata- 
logue’essay, tries to set him in the 
context- of Paris Modernism by 
arguing that his pictorial grammar 
is largely based on collage, and so 
on Cubism. This is unconvincing; 
Magritte’s collages are early and 
rather untypical, products of a 
phase in which he _ worked 
through a whole range of imitative 
styles — Cubism, Furturism, even 
abstraction. There is certainly an 
abstract quality about his mature 
work, but no more so than there 
is in di Chirico, whose art was 


Magritte’s real starting point and 
his imaginative awakening: Di 
Chirico was a god to the 
Surrealists — Tanguy, Dali and 
many more dated their real 
careers to their discovery of him, 
though he snubbed them in 
return. In Magritte’s case, how- 
ever, it is the indoor, claustro- 
phobic Chirico of the 1920s, not 
the errie, pypeets early Chirico 
of empty classical squares or 
slumbering statuary. 

Many of Magritte’s early works 
are painted in a narrow, artificial 
space like a small theatre, and 
they rarely utilise the remote, 
enigmatic horizons evoked by 
other Surrealists. In general they 
are odd, uneasy works, 
oppressively airless and with little 
sensuous charm or range of 
colour. Towards the end of the 
1920s, he began to find his real 
themes and to develop his intu- 
ition for combinations of objects 
or things which have no outward 
connection, yet turn out to have 
some mysterious affinity with 
each other. For instance, “The 
Six Elements’ combines a patch 
of blue sky, a house front, portion 
of a female nude, trees 
forest, small metal bells, and a 
sheet of flame. All are enclosed in 
frames-within-a-frame, a rather 
strained formal device which he 
abandoned later. 

Shortly after this comes his first 
sequence of mastepieces, includ- 
ing “On the Threshold of Free- 
dom’, “The Annuniciation” and 
other quintessential Magrittes 
which have been reproduced ad 
infinitum. “The Human Condi- 
tion” of 1933 sets a landscape 
= on an easel against a 
“real”’ landscape seen through an 
open window, into which it

merges imperceptibly. Erotic 
themes are frequent, including 
“The Rape” in which a female 
face is adorned with pubic hair — 
sexual fetishism was widespread 
—— the Surrealists, the poets 
as well as the painters. Recurrent 
motifs — you might even call 
them obsessions include 
bilboquets and small metal bells 
(grelots) which Tr are

In “The Lost Jockey” (one of 
several versions or variations, 
though it is the only one in the 
Hayward show) a miniature horse 
and rider gallop wildly through a 
forest of gigantic baluster rails 
which sprout boughs and trees. 
At this stage, Magritte’s powers 
of poetic invention were astonish- 
ing; he never seems at a loss for 
ideas, and creates images after 
images which are at once 
hauntingly intimate and _icily 
remote. Then comes the hiccup of 
his “Renoir” period, when he 
painted a series of utterly 
untypical pictures which are even 
worse than the hot-toned, 
unpleasant late-Renoir nudes on 
which they are based.

VENTUALLY, in the 1950s- 

, he found his way back to 

the old beaten but over- 
grown path he had made, and 
roduced more masterpieces, 
including the visionary ‘Personal 
Values” which has always given 
me a sense of vertiginous release 
— alas, it is left out, for space 
reasons, though it was seen in 
New York. A kind of levitation is 
a frequent theme of the late 
paintings, including giant rocks 
which float in mid-air, or a squad- 
ron of French loaves which drift 
past a window like - airships. 
Another motif is playing about 
with scale; a giant rose fills a 
room, Or a giant apple crowds out 
everything around it. Occasionall 
male figures — among suc 
prodigies, usually bowler-hatted 
and stiff, and always stilted, 
inadequate and ridiculous in their 
lack of response to each other 
and to what is happening around 


them. Presumably these represent 
the businessmen whom Magritte 
saw every day in Brussels, repre- 
sentatives of the hated and de- 
spised bourgeoisie who were as 
much anathema to the Surrealists 
as they had been to their intellec- 
tual ancestors, the Symbolists and 
the Romantics.

able to stress Magritte’s indiffer- 
ence to the act of painting, his 
denial of virtually any sensuous 
uality or surface richness. The 
act remains that, in the most 
literal sense, he painted very well, 
unlike Dali who had no feeling for 
paint, or Max Ernst whose _tech- 
nique was adequate but lifeless. 
Magritte certainly shunned obvi- 
ous brushwork or effects of belle 
painture, yet his actual touch is 


always sure and entirely suited to 
what he aimed at. The same is 
true of his colour, which is 
functional and without resonance, 
yet somehow you cannot imagine 
even the greatest colourist 
ne on it. The spare, dry 
quality of so many of his pictures 
looks back to the old Flemish 
masters, just as his macabre sense 
is in the line of such Peigian 
fantasists as Wiertz, “hnopff, or 
Ensor. 

In many works he introduces 
lettering, anticipating the cult for 
semiotics which is becoming so 
tedious at the moment; he also 
plays with techniques of 
disassociation between words and 
images, in a thoroughly modern 
manner. Magritte was a thinker, 
interested in linguistics and 
indeed in most branches of phil- 


ey — he is in fact a 
‘“Metaphysical’’ artist, like 
Chirico. A profound revolutionary 
and inner anarchist, he set out 
methodically to question the 
entire world of appearances and 
to undermine our stock responses 
to things, showing that the “nor- 
mal”, banal, everyday world is in 
fact as — and arbitrary as 
the world of dreams and delu- 
sions. 

_This was a consciously subver- 
sive, absurdist approach, going 


back to such Nineties black 
jokers as Alfred Jarry, and further 

k, to Baudelaire and Poe, both 
writers whom Magritte loved. 
Almost inevitably, he became a 
Communist for a while, then 
seems to have realised that Com- 
munism was at heart authoritarian 
and conformist, so he reverted to 
his own private anarchism and his 
own small, almost conspiratorial 
set of friends. It was his friends 
who thought up most of the titles 
for his pictures, which were 
always painted first and 
christened afterwards. 

He became angry and frustrated 
when obtuse people asked him to 
explain what they “meant’’, and 
very understandably, since 
Magritte is essentially a creator of 
haunting, compelling poetic 
images, not an intellectual puzzle- 
man whose meanings can be 
decoded. This odd, rather seden- 
tary middle-class Belgian, 
addicted to chess-playing and 
reading thrillers, was in fact one 
of the great visionaries and 
Originals of 20th century rt. 
What few have predicted is the 
fact that his work speaks as 
eloquently to the ordinary viewer 
as it does to analytical-minded 
intellectuals and scholars. The

IN 1977 the New York Times 
heralded the arrival of Steve 
Forbert by declaring: ‘“‘It’s 
hard to imagine that he won’t 
be a huge success.” As things 
turned out, he wasn’t, and 
Forbert’s failure to become a 
big star has to be one of the 
music industry’s most shame- 
ful near-misses. But to the 
audience who cheered vocifer- 
ously at his gig in Whelan’s on 
Friday night, Forbert has 
always been a success, and he 
once again confirmed their 
faith in him with a raucous, 
uplifting set that had them 
hanging over the balcony for 
almost two hours. 

Not that this singer- 
songwriter from Meridian, 
Mississippi didn’t enjoy at 
least a modicum of fame dur- 
ing the late ’70s/early ’80s. His 
first album ‘‘Alive On 
Arrival” stayed in the Ameri- 
can Top 100 for months, and 
the follow-up ‘‘Jackrabbit 
Slim” reached the Top 20. His 
popularity culminated with 
“Little Stevie Orbit’, the 
album by which many Irish 
and British fans first became 
acquainteed with this husky- 
voiced folk-rocker. Things

began to go wrong for Forbert 
in the mid-’80s, though, and 
the situation was exacerbated 
by contractual problems with 
his record company; while 
contemporaries Tom Petty and 
John Cougar Mellencamp went 
on to greater heights, Forbert 
found himself without a con- 
tract and without direction. 

A return to basics via a 
move to Nashville started the 
healing process that has led to 
Dublin audiences once again 
having the privilege of 
Forbert’s presence. A_ full, 
very competent band backed 
him up at Whelan’s, and they 
handled his back catalogue 
deftly and precisely. It was a 
driving, Southern boogie, 
laced with observant lyrics 
and an eye for nuance. 

It’s easy to see where Steve 
Earle may have got his inspi- 
ration from. Forbert’s distinc- 
tive, throaty singing lends 
itself perfectly to emotions of 
longing and losing, and when 
he sings one of his slow 
ballads with just an acoustic 
guitar, the audience give him 
the attention and respect he 
deserves. The highlight of the 
evening may have been his 
biggest hit “Southern Kisses’, 
but there was so much more 
to read in Forbert’s back 
pages that to give one song 
prominence was to belittle the 
others.

“THERE are no Irish women 
playwrights!”’, performed by 
Glasshouse Productions in the 
Zen garden of the Irish 
Writers’ Centre, is a show 
designed to disprove its title: a 
medley of excerpts from eight 
modern plays by Irish women. 

In some ways the show 
needed the back-up of the 
panel discussion which 


accompanied the first produc- 
tion in the City Arts Centre, 
because while Glasshouse 
demonstrate here that Irish 
women have done some good 
writing for the stage, they 
certainly cannot disprove the 
fact that, to date, relatively 
little of the best writing for the 
Irish stage has been by 
women. 

However, Caroline Wil- 
liams’s collation of excerpts 
leaves the audience gasping 
for full productions of some of 
these plays. The piece from 
“Ourselves Alone’ by Anne 
Devlin, showing women in an 
IRA context, is strong, as is 
the excerpt from “For Better 
or for Worse’’ by Sheila

MOST PRESS photographs 
are merely illustrations and are 
as ephemeral as the news 
items they accompany. If they 
achieve that rare distinction of 
becoming memorable it is be- 
cause the picture captures the 
public mood of a_ specific, 
possibly even an_ historic 
moment. A-famous example of 
this is a 1972 photograph of 
napalamed vietnamese 
children fleeing naked and 
screaming along a road. This 
unforgettable image is credited 
with helping turn American 
Opinion against the war. 

It is unrealistic to expect 
pictures in this five-star cate- 
gory to feature on the Gallery 
of Photography’s new Press 
Wall. After all, the prime 
photographic subject of last 
month, a certain bishop, was 
conspicuously unavailable, al- 
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though Joe St Leger of The 
Irish Times caught the tragedy 
with an imaginative shot of a 
biretta resting forlornly beside 
a vase of flowers. 


The Press Wall is now a 

rmanent feature of the gal- 
ery and will change each 
month. The rotating selection 
from roughly 70 pictures will 
be chosen from provincial and 
national submissions and co- 
ordinated by Frank Miller, 
Irish Times photographer and 
secretary of the Irish Press 
Photographers Association. 


Stained glass

STAINED glass was once the

Church, it was an enlightened 
atron of these). In our secu- 
ar society this has fallen 
behind, though there is not the 
slightest reason why industry 
or even — patrons should 
not regularly commission win- 
dows from contemporary 

artists. 


Patrick Pye has produced 
windows of real quality, but 
he is essentially a painter. 
Maud Cotter and James 
Scanlan are the only names 
among artists of a younger 
generation which come to 
mind in this context. So it is 
refreshing to find the Project 
Arts Centre mounting a show 
of stained glass by Peter 
Joseph Young, backed up by 
some paintings. 

The show is titled ‘ Strange 
Angels”, but the glass panels 
are not devotional and are 
small and suited to private 
use. Lovers are a_ constant 
theme, and the influence of 
Chagall seems obvious, 
especially in the dreamy, 
mannered curves and blurry 
outlines. The small paintings 


are chiefly interesting as a 
back-up to the glass. 

This is a brave attempt to 
bring stained glass within the 
compass of the private buyer. 
Whether it is a breakthrough 
or not, remains to be seen. 


‘Personal 
Choice’ at 
Narrow Water

WHAT a felicitous choice for 
a method of — a 
summer show and how 
felicitously Colm Toibin, the 
chooser in question, made his 
selection. To be hung in this 
exhibition, at the Narrow 
Water Gallery, Warrenpoint, 
you have to have produced 
paintings which looked good 
enough to eat, and as well, in 
some cases, been part of Colm 
Téibin’s growing-up aware- 
ness, in Gorey, of the art of 
painting, or part of his techni- 
cal research for his novel 
(“South”) concerning an Irish 
woman artist going off to 
Spain. Thus works, in alpha- 
betical order, from Armstrong 

Robert) from Gorey, Cooke 
Barri) Dunne (Aidan) fellow 
critic, Funge (Paul) from 
Gorey, Lohan (Mary), and 
O’Malley (Tony) are well pre- 
sented in the delightful 
vaulted-ceilinged space of the 
(new) Narrow Water Castle’s 
cellar gallery. One of Barrie 
Cooke’s great anatomical / 
Baconish works “Double Knot 
2’’, an intermingling of 
knobbly bones or limbs 
dominates one room, two tiny 
O’Malley’s “Dunes 1960” and 
“Winter Lines” — facing each 
other in a window alcove — 
steal the next room. Into the 
stock pot with O’Malley’s 
blooded bones, ‘‘Winter 
Lines”, two palpable slabs of 
grey, separated by a line, 
Suggestive of closed barn 
doors perhaps, is a painting of 
astonishing depth and beauty 
and certainly edible, sautéed 
in walnut oil, sprinkled with 
fresh grey-green sage. 

Paul Funge’s views of 
Zamora in Old Castille, ‘‘Pan- 
Orama” and “Gethsemane”, 
by contrast, are a colder feast 
with none of the warmth of 
that province’s traditional 
cochillon tostado (roast suck- 
ing. pig). more cold cocido 
(chick pea hotpot), Robert 
Armstrong’s lyrical Wicklow 
series — all winding roads, 
sweeping bends — are out- 
shone by his dazzling ‘The 
Red Tree”, a great burst of 
colour, a dazzling centrepiece 
for T6éibin’s rable. No doubt 


where Mary Lohan’s “Cliffs, 
Tory Island” hits the menu; 
paint thick and oily as foie 
gras, colours wind blown, they 
could, like all her other works 
here, be served thick on toast, 
munched down with an Aus- 
tralian chardonnay. I’d 
recommend the Oxford Land-' 
ing from Qualco, near the

Diarmuid 
Delargy at the 
Taylor 
Galleries

DIARMUID DELARGY’S 
exhibition at the Taylor 
Galleries is something of a 
surprise — not just another 
Northern artist wearing his 
social and political conscience 
on both sleeves, but: an indi- 
vidual, even unfashionable 
essay in — as painting. 
It is, admittedly, rather an 
uneven performance overall 
and I could not quite rid 
myself of the feeling that the 
artist had consciously 
“painted for a show” rather 
than simply letting the works 
happen. The result is a certain 
amount of repetition. 

Delargy is an_ interesting 
colourist, at times overtl 
romantic, though with a touc 
of burlesque. The sizeable 
“Venus in Northern Repose’”’ 
is bgt a pastiche of Titian 
and Giorgione, and there are 
three paintings after 
Delacroix’s “‘Horse Frightened 
by a Lion’. All this, however, 
is not done in any spirit of 
fashionable Pop Art parody, 
but purely as exercises in 
swirling form and_ colour. 
“Red Blue Green Yellow” 
Suggests abstract stripes, but 
in fact is a poetic, moody 
work with a dreamlike 
ambience. At times, the influ- 
ence of Howard Hodgkin 
intrudes, or so I thought, and 
the format of working on a 
diagonal slant is employed too 
often. Yet throughout, I was 
aware of a personal sensibility 
and of a painter with some-

As a hotel manager you get to 
learn such things, and Jackie 
Donnelly has now been in the 
business for 50 years. He remem- 
bers clearly how it began. Lord 
Belmore, an Irish peer, got the 
young Enniskillen man an intro- 
duction to Brown’s Hotel in 
London in 1942. Browns was a 
fabled place, an Everest to be 

y aspiring hoteliers. It 
was also, of course, appalling 
hard work and poorly paid, but 
for Donnelly — as for many 
others — putting a stint at 
Browns Hotel on your curriculum 
vitae was worth it all. 

The Polish-Government-in-exile 
saw out the second World War in 
Browns. So did the French 
branch of the Rothschilds and 
cree Soxpeae of Greece. Donnelly 
recalls the breakfast greeting to 
the latter by an_ excessively 
democratic Yank: “Hiya, King”’. 

As the war drew to a close and 
the British servicemen returned to 
their civilian jobs, Donnelly 
realised his own job might one 
day be at risk. He bought The 
Irish Times in a West End paper 
stall and found in it an advertise- 
ment for an assistant manager in 
an unnamed Grade A hotel in 
Dublin. It didn’t take long to 
discover it was the Royal Hiber- 
nian, then presided over by the 
formidable Paul Besson. Donnelly 
applied and got the job. Browns 
told him that if it did not work 
out they would be glad to have 
him back. : 

Arriving at the Royal Hiber--. 
nian, Donnelly was told that the 
boss would see him in a few 
minutes. He didn’t like the sound 
of “boss”, he says, but he had 
only one spat with Besson during 
his three-and-a-half years at the 
Royal Hibernian. During a slack 
Sunday hour he slipped out to 
Mass in nearby Clarendon Street. 
Besson found out and told him: 
“You go to church in your own 
time, not .mine”’. 

His next job was as _ senior 
assistant to Brendan O’Regan at 
Shannon Airport. O’Regan’s duty- 
free and catering enterprises were 
just getting off the ground. The 
duty-free sales area was the width 
of a large fireplace, Donnelly 
remembers. It was a major news 
item when the Greek Ambassador 
to Washington bought £52 worth 
of Irish linen at Shannon. 

After one year, Donnelly went 
to the Hydro Hotel in nearby 
Kilkee. Food rationing was in 
force at the time and menu plan- 
ning was a challenge. You com-

Four and a half years later, he 
went to the Old Ground Hotel in 
Ennis, then owned by the 
O’Regan family.

A, BOAC and KLM were all 
re-fuelling at the airport.* The 
medieval banquet had started at 
Bunratty. He welcomed stars like 


Fred Astaire and Sonja Henie — 
who did her acting on skates — to 
the Old Ground. 

Like many a hotel manager 
before and since, Donnelly 
aspired to work for himself. He 
and his late wife bought a small 
hotel in Limerick. It did not work 
out and after a serious talk with

his bank manager Donnelly re- 
entered the ranks of those who 
are employed by other people. 
Celebrating his birthday one even- 
ing in the Aberdeen Arms in 
Lahinch,: he met Bill Fuller —

straightest, decentest man I ever 
met”. Fuller had a 45-bed hotel in 
Raheny. Would Donnelly manage 
the Old Shieling? And so it was 
back to Dublin. 

He stayed with Fuller for two 
years and then had an offer from 
the late John Costello to manage 
the Wicklow Hotel. This was then 
patronised by a set well-known in 
the arts and che mg 
MacLiammoir and Edwards, Cyril 
Cusack, Liam O’Flaherty and R. 
M. Smyllie. 

Donnelly stayed there for over 
six years but was next lured down 
to the Cashel Palace by Kevin 
McClory and Vincent O’Brien. 
After a couple of years Hugh 
Tunney — a meat baron turned 
hotel owner — asked him to. 
manage Sachs Hotel. The experi- 
ence was not a happy one and he 
responded gladly to an invitation 
from the late P. V. Doyle to join 
the Berkeley Court management 
team.

diplomacy. “He was abso- psy 
lutely wonderful. He would think 
of things you never would”. On 
Saturday mornings in the Ber- 
keley Court he would meet 
builders, insurance gem and 
others associated with his con-- 
struction business.

HESE are the voices of children 
describing their ambivalent feelings 
about contact with estranged parents, 
in situations where serious abuse or conflict 
has arisen within the family, and open 
access to one or both parents has been 
curtailed. Every year parents separate and 
serious disagreement arises over the 
children which can’t be resolved by negoti- 
ation. In a small, but significant, percentage 
of these cases judges will order that access 
to the children be supervised. The hard fact 
is, however, that to all intents and purposes, 
providing supervised access in Ireland is a 
test of a family’s DIY social skills as there 
is no formal structure available to carry out 
that direction. Unless the parties themselves 
can come up with a home-made solution, 
the court’s directive may be meaningless. (It 
is one of the situations where children in 
health board care are better off than those 
with their families). | 
The extent of the need for such an access 
supervision service is not known. Estimates 
vary as the amount of marital breakdown in 
Ireland, but a’ figure of 50,000 would 
probably be reasonably accurate. Allowing an 
of two-plus children per family, there 
are over 100,000 children affected by marital 
breakdown here. Most of that group manage 
their access arrangements very well, even if 
the odd problem arises from time to time; 
however in a small number of very intract- 
able cases the problems are such that no 
DIY solution can be found. Dilemmas arise 
where there has been a history of marital 
violence, alcohol/drug abuse, psychiatric 
illness, threats to take children out of the 
country and perhaps most commonly of all, 
child abuse. 


Every year about 500 cases of physical 
abuse or “non-accidental injury” are con- 
firmed in Ireland and in almost all these 
instances the abusers are the parent figures. 


Searching for the right approach 
to the problem of parental access 


Usually it’s the father/father-figure who is 
accused of being the “dangerous” one but 
not exclusively so; in a small percentage of 
cases mothers are also prohibited from 
having open access. 

In a further 650-plus cases child sexual 
abuse is confirmed and in approximately 30 

r cent of these the perpetrator is the 
ather/father figure. In the unlikely event 
that the child is received into health board 
care, a per access is quite likely to be 
curtailed. If this doesn’t occur by agree- 
ment, the courts will be asked to decide. 


Even where the fact of abuse is admitted, 
there will be tremendous pressure for con- 
tact between parent and child. The offending 
parent will most likely be racked with guilt 
and remorse for what he/she has done and 
may want to see the child, if not to 
apologise, then to make him/herself feel 
better and maintain a semblance of “nor- 
mality”. In spite of, or perhaps because of, 
this, the child may also rg, mg want to 
see the cornnged: parent. No matter how 
awful the abuse may have been or how deep 
the breach of trust, there will still be an 
ambivalence in their relationship. At some 
level the child will want to see the “good” 
parent, even if she hates the “bad” side. 


The task of judges in these situations is 
unenviable; they will naturally want to 
balance the rights of both parent and child. 
The obvious compromise is to have the 
access supervised — if someone can be 
found to do it. Many concerned and capable 
relatives will agree, in the interests of the 


_ Children, to supervise occasionally, but not 


week-in-week-out. Others will happily agree

to do it, until a major problem arises: the 
first time the supervised parent shows up 
drunk, or two hours late, resulting in the 
supervisor having to leave her own children 
Mies at the school gate, in the rain. The 
list of possible hiccups is endless. And it’s 
not always dads; supposing mum has a drug- 
dependency problem: some days she’s great, 
other times she’s totally “‘spaced out’. No 
well-meaning amateur can be expected to go 
on dealing with this scenario for very long. 
Not surprisingly, many such arrangements 
break down. The result is often another trip 
to court or else a stalemate arises where 
only token access takes place, under great 
strain, at Christmas and birthdays. It is not 
surprising that in this environment children 
lose contact with their parents. 


Perhaps the worst scenario of all, though, 
is where the “offending” parent trenchantly 
denies that any problem exists and insists on 
his/her constitutional rights to see the child. 
This of case is almost inevitably going 
to end up in a titanic struggle. The judge, 
mindful of the strong constitutional position 
of any parent (especially a married one), no 
matter how badly they might have abused 
the child, will be very slow to totally deny 
all access. 


HE lawyers representing such clients 
will be keen to ensure that the 
remain “innocent ’till proven guilty”, 
even though this is predominantly a civil 
matter and no criminal Pn may be 
nding. Thus, they will want to fight hard 
or “justice”. The “innocent” parent will 
equally feel anxious to protect the child 
from a “monster”, and so a battle-royal 
ensues. The relationship between the indi- 
vidual parents may be so bad that neither 
can bear to be in the other’s sight, let alone 
company, sO many “‘non-offending” parents 
feel that they are not in a position to 
provide the supervision themselves. 


Occasionally professionals will agree to 
rovide supervision for particular purposes, 
or example to do a specific piece of 
therapeutic work or to do an assessment. 
But while this is useful, it is not a solution. 
Inevitably it falls back on the resources of 
the family. If they live in the Dublin area, 
they may be wise enough to attend a service 
like the Family Mediation Service and 
manage to hammer out a. satisfactory 
arrangement. It’s amazing what solutions 

l€ can come up with when they’re given 
the right form of help. The most intractable 
cases, however, may not be able to avail of 
such services. 


This isn’t a problem that just affects poor 
families. Those who could afford to pay 
professionals to supervise will have great 
difficulty getting one to do it, other than on 
a short-term basis. The task inevitably 
means having to deal with much distress, 
sadness and grief. To be done properly it 
takes much skill, preparation, time and 


patience and many professionals are reluc-. 


tant to devote so much time to it, to the 
exclusion of their other work. 

f a specific professional service was 
available, at least the access could take 
lace more regularly and in greater comfort. 

is would be in everybody's interest — or 
would it? The argument against such a 
service, put by Maura Wall-Murphy, 
director of the Family Mediation Service, is 
that it. gives people an easy way out, 
especially judges and lawyers, who might be 
very quick to order it rather than put the 
onus on families to seek other forms of 


therapy/mediation that could ultimately help | 


them to come up with their own, more 
creative, answers. Ms Patricia McKay of 
AIM Family Law Reform Group, which has 
recently set up its own mediation service, 
with Ms Wall-Murphy up to a point, 
but feels on balance that, ultimately, some 
specific service should be provided for those 
who can’t or won’t avail of mediation. 


There is no easy answer to this problem: 
an extension of the Family Mediation Ser- 
vice and greater use of mediation skills in 
existing agencies would help. This keeps 

e out of court, and enables them to 
come up with their own solution. We need a 
proper Family Court structure which would 
include powers for judges to insist that 


treatment be obtained by parents with 
addiction problems like drug/alcohol/sexual 
abuse. 

Finally, and ultimately, we need, in m 
opinion, an actual facility to be —! . 
probably by a voluntary body but funded by 
the State, for supervising access when no 
other option is available, so that children 
will not be forced to be the biggest losers 
when their parents are unable to resolve 
their differences. Such a place should be 
homely and comfortable with “normal” 
features like a kitchen where meals can be 

repared and a sitting room for watching 

. The “supervision” can be done by 
people present in the room or by using two- 
way mirrrors and video-cameras. It does not 
have to be institutional in form. It should be 
as “ordinary” as ible for children who 
know too much about the “extraordinary”. 

If such children have no contact with their 

mts, even the “bad” ones, they will 
inevitably grow up with distorted views 
about them and consequently distorted feel- 
ings about themselves. 

Alemeda Jolowicz in ‘‘The Hidden 
Parent” put it very well when she said: 
“The child continues to maintain some kind 
of relationship to his parents long after 
—_ tion from them has taken place. This 
relationship may be one that exists entirely 
in the child’s inner life, with no counterpart 
in reality. It may be built upon fantasy that 
is both rose-tinted and roo on 
unexpressed hopes, on unfulfilled yearnings. 
In it mingle love, anger, disappointment. 
Whatever these feelings are, part of their

Talk shows become the hust

IT USED TO be that news was 
largely ynade during US presiden- 
tial elections by journalists 
following the candidates around 
from one staged.event or photo- 
opportunity to another, with the 
three major news networks decid- 
ing what was the television story 
of the day. 

But a revolution has occurred 
in the 1992 campaign which has 
changed the way the American 
_ political system works. The new 
podium is the television talk 


show. The independent candi-' 


date, Ross Perot, did not even 
hold a press conference until last 
week. Instead, he has used televi- 
sion’s most popular shows to 
reach the people. 

The Democratic hopeful, Bill 
Clinton, has appeared on MTV 
(noted for rock videos) and with 
Arsenio Hall (who massages ce- 
lebrities) and Phil Donaghue 
(who insults them). President 
George Bush, fearful of losing 
presidential dignity, has held 
back so far from the talk shows, 
but is planning to appear on 
“Larry King Live’. 

Larry King hosts an evening 
talk show on Ted Turner’s 24- 
hour Cable News Network. The 
bespectacled interviewer hunches 
over a narrow desk in intimate 
conversation with his guests, who 
range from politicians to Holly- 
wood stars. 


Recently, visitors to his show 
included Richard Nixon, Tom 
Selleck and one of JFK’s mis- 
tresses. It was on this programme 
that a reluctant Ross Perot was 
prompted to declare his interest 
in running for the White House 
on February 20th. 

King had twice asked the Texas 
billionaire, appearing to discuss 
the economy, if he would run for 
president, having been tipped off 
by a friend of Perot. His guest 
said he wasn’t willing. King then 


inquired if there was any scenario 
in which he would become a can- 
didate. Perot said that if people 
registered him in all 50 states he 
would enter the race as an in- 
dependent. |

The big network news pro- 
grammes on ABC, CBS and NBC 
still command a larger viewing 
audience than cable TV, but they 
are in decline as kingmakers. The 
proportion of viewers who 
watched network news in recent 
months has dropped to 56 per 
cent from a high point of 76 per 
cent in 1980. 

With candidates now more 
likely to head for a TV talk studio 
rather than the hustings, and with 
the networks strapped for cash in 
a more competitive atmosphere, 
the nature of television news cov- 
erage is also changing. No longer 
are full-time correspondents as- 
signed to candidates on a daily 
basis. 

All three networks are also 
planning to reduce the amount of 


.time they will devote to the Dem- 
.,,0cratic convention in New York 
from July 13th to 16th and the 
‘Republican convention in Hous- 


ton from August 17th to 20th. 
The initiative will pass to CNN 
and to C-Span, a two-channel 
cable station which normally 
gives non-stop coverage to Con- 
gress. These are now the nation’s 
political forums. 

There ‘are other reasons politi- 
cians have become disenchanted 
with network TV. Sound-bites 
have been trimmed to a few 
seconds by editors desperate to 
hold the attention o 

By contrast, on talk shows poli- 
ticians can get their views across 
without being filtered a 
often hostile journalists. “The 
name of the game has become 
‘By-pass Sam Donaldson’,” the 
Harvard political scientist, Mr 
Gary Orren, told the Wall Street 
Journal. 

Donaldson is one of the major 
political journalists on network 
news. Another is Ted Koppel. The 
difference between Ted Koppel 
and oa King was outlined by 
the host in an anecdote 
which helps explain why enter- 
tainers have begun replacing jour- 
nalists. 

“Ted Koppel told me,” said 
King, “that if the two of us rode 
up to a fire and a fireman walked 
out, Koppel would ask him ‘What 
caused this fire?’ And I would ask 
‘Why do you want to fight fires? 
What do you need this for?’.” 

King has developed a style by 
which he leaves it to the viewers 
to ask the hostile questions. “I’m 
not a berater,” he told the New 
York Times. But “if you don’t 
pander to your i age or your audi- 
ence,” he said, “then the best 
thing about this revolution is that 
the public becomes better 
informed.”

Severe setback for liberation theology 


REPORTS that the Brazilian lib- 
eration theologian, the Rev Leo- 
nardo Boff, has decided to leave 
the Catholic priesthood come as a 
logical consequence to the contin- 
uous Vatican pressure on him 
over the past two decades. 

However, the news is also a 
major blow to liberation theology 
and to the many causes he has 
espoused with such _ vigour 
throughout Latin America. 

Father Boff has_ gradually 
emerged as the most outspoken 
and critical of the major libera- 
tion theologians. 


As conservative pressure by the 
Vatican increased throughout the 
1980s and all the leading libera- 
tion theologians came under scru- 
tiny, Father Boff was one of the 
few who refused publicly to 
soften his criticisms of the 
Church. 

If anything, he became more 
outspoken. In a lengthy interview 
in The Irish Times four months 
after a year-long silence imposed 
on him by the Vatican had been 
lifted in April 1986, he spoke of 
the Vatican’s “attitude of suspi- 
cion”’ towards him. “Rome closely 
examines everything I write and 
Say in public, analysing it in de- 
tail. This shows that it is afraid of 
theological thinking that reflects a 
prophetic, liberation perspective,” 
he said. 


A decision by the Franciscan 
priest, the Rev Leonardo 
Boff, to leave the priesthood 
will further marginalise 
the progressive elements of the 
Catholic Church in Latin 
America, writes Peadar Kirby 


Such scrutiny led to his suspen- 
sion in June 1991,‘as director of 
the Brazilian current affairs maga- 
zine Vozes, and a ban on publish- 
ing theological — for a year. 

is reaction on that occasion 
was even more outspoken. “I 
obeyed the first time with the sim- 
plicity of St Francis of Assisi,” 
said Father Boff, himself a Fran- 
ciscan. “Now that they have 
turned around and condemned 
me for a second time, I will res- 
pond with protests, I will not keep 
quiet, I will rebel. I have already 
told them this.” 

In July last year, he took leave 
of absence from his position as 
theology lecturer in the Petropolis 
Theological Institute, in the hills 
outside Rio de Janeiro. 

Father Boff was one of that 
group of Latin American theolo- 


. 


gians whose postgraduate studies 
in Europe coincided with the 
second Vatican Council (1962-65) 
and who returned to Latin Amer- 
ica determined to apply the 
renewing spirit of the council to 
Latin America. 


Emphasising that Christianity 
in Latin America had to involve 
the liberation of the oppressed 
majority, by the early 1970s their 
work came to be known as libera- 
tion theology. 


Father Boff's own contribution 
has been immense. A prolific and 
highly popular writer, he once had 
22 different books on sale in Rio 
de Janeiro. He first came to 
prominence through his highly ac- 
claimed book, “Jesus Christ Lib- 
erator” (1971), but the book 
singled out by the Vatican for crit-

The Rev Leonardo Boff. a 
icism was “Church: Charism and 
Power” (1981). 

In this, he analyses what he calls 
the “‘pathologies” of the Catholic 
Church and says the Church “‘fol- 
lows the criteria of pagan power in 
terms of domination, central- 
isation, marginalisation, 
triumphalism a human pride, 
all under a cloaksef divine power”. 

For this, he was summoned to 
the Vatican in September, 1984, 
for a hearing in the Congregation 
for the Doctrine of the Faith, the

outspoken critic of the Vatican 


Vatican’s theological watchdog. 

Much to the Vatican’s surprise, 
however, he was accompanied by 
two Brazilian cardinals, both 
Franciscans, indicating his high 
standing among the Sisbess of 
Brazil. 

Paradoxically, the man spear- 
heading the pressure, Cardinal 
Josef Ratzinger of the Congrega- 
tion for the Doctrine of the Faith, 
was once his teacher when Father 
Boff did postgraduate studies in 
Germany in the 1960s.

Father Boff spoke warmly of his 
relationship with the rman 
theologian, who once had been 
regarded as a liberal in the Catho- 
lic Church. 

While certain moves by the Vat- 
ican over the past decade have en- 
couraged him, these appeared 
contradicted by the continuing 
pressure.

He urged 
industrialised countries attending 
the recent Earth Summit in Rio de 
Janeiro to “once and for all for- 
give Latin America’s external 
debt” and has strongly criticised 
the Pope’s stand on abortion. “I 
am not in favour of abortion but 
for the freedom of choice for any 
woman who decides on this op- 
tion,” he said. 

His silencing by the Vatican 
caused a wave of criticism 
throughout Brazil and beyond, not 
just by academics and Church 
leaders, but by grassroot groups 


who saw it as an abuse of human 


rights. 


This popularity reflects his 
work with groups in shanty towns 
and poor rural villages throughout 
Brazil, helping them develop their 
understanding of Christianity and 
what it means for their lives. 


As long as Father Boff was sup- 
ported by the Brazilian hierarchy, 
he was less vulnerable to Vatican 
pressure. 


But the makeup of that hierar- 
chy has been steadily changing as 
the Vatican appoints conserva- 
tives to fill most episcopal vacan- 
cies; aS a result, progressive 
bishops have felt more and more 
under pressure and less able to 
offer public support. 


Father Boff’s resignation from 
the priesthood, the first by any 
prominent liberation theologian, 
will be a further blow to progres- 
sive sectors of the Church 
throughout Latin America. 


These have always protested 
their complete ny ny to the 
Church even in the face of conser- 
vative pressure. 


Though Leonardo Boff has said 
he will continue his work as a lay- 
man, the fact that the most promi- 
nent liberation theologian has felt 
compelled to take this step cannot 
but further marginalise the 
Church movements he has so ac- 
tively promoted.

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A BARRIER 
BROKEN 


A symbolic barrier was broken yesterday when 
the Rev Ian Paisley took his place with other repre- 
sentatives of the North’s constitutional parties at a 
meeting in London over which the Minister for For- 
eign airs, Mr David Andrews, presided alongside 
the British Secretary of State, Sir Patrick Mayhew. 
Whether this justifies the description “breakthrough” 
may become clearer today when the Northern leaders 
meet again in ey. session at Stormont; Sir Patrick, 
with a note of optimism, spoke yesterday of an “‘his- 
toric first meeting.” 

--Mr Paisley has always been something of an out- 
sider at decisive meetings on the North’s affairs. 
When Mr Brian Faulkner led his (official) unionists to 
Sunningdale and into a power-sharing executive with 
the SDLP almost 20 years ago, the leader of the 
Democratic Unionist Party was at the gates, protest- 
ing at what he saw as a betrayal. Neither the UUP nor 
the DUP was invited to the negotiations which paved 
the way to Hillsborou where Mrs Margaret 
Thatcher and Dr Garret FitzGerald signed the Anglo- 
Irish Agreement in November 1985; Mr Paisley was 
joined by Mr James Molyneaux on the picket line. 


* *K * 

Now observers, including some who had con- 
vinced themselves of the virtual futility of any dis- 
cussions on the North, believe that the real 
significance of yesterday’s meeting lay in the fact that 
the unionist leaders, and Mr Paisley in particular, 
were inside the Queen Elizabeth 11 Conference Cen- 
tre, not outside. Mr Paisley was to spend more than 
half-an-hour telling Mr Andrews and the Minister for 
Justice, Mr Padraig Flynn, not with the aid of a mega- 
phone but face-to-face; what he expected of the 
governments which were meant to be the leading ac- 
tors in the main event. 

Today the Northern parties return to familiar 
ground, the Strand One discussion under the 
chairmanship of the Secretary of State on the form 
that a new. administration will take. Sir Patrick’s own 
contributions will be studied with special interest for 
hints of the British Government’s approach: does it 
lean towards the unionists’ preference for devolution 
with an elaborate committee system or swing radicall 
towards the SDLP’s favoured option involving bot 
the Irish Government and the European Community? 

But because it has been established that, in the 
process now under way, nothing is agreed until every- 
thing is agreed, there is less reason than usual to 
worry about discussions in one strand becoming 
bogged down and blocking progress elsewhere. Yes- 
terday’s meeting served two purposes: it allowed the 
unionists and the Irish Government to meet on the 
least contentious (Anglo-Irish) issues they face while 
‘providing Dublin and London with a “a framework 
or substantive discussion in Strand Three of the 
talks, including an agenda.” It also added to the 
substantial political. investment in the process made 
by the governments and the parties. 
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Just in Time 


The relief effort in Sarajevo by United Nations 
troops and aircraft is a heartening development which 
has come just in time to prevent a calamity of horren- 
dous proportions in one of the most developed Balkan 
and European cities. It also comes just in. time to 
salvage the. reputation of the international community 
confronted with this crisis and to galvanise its debate 
on security after the end of the Cold War. It must be 
pursued vigorously despite the continuation of shell- 
ing yesterday. - | 

Over the last week it finally became clear that 
sufficient political will could be mobilised to use force 
if necessary to relieve Sarajevo airport, in fulfillment 
of the humanitarian mandate spelt out in successive 
UN Security Council resolutions. Domestic as well as 
international interests have featured prominently, as 
is usually the case when the use of military force is 
being considered. It is unrealistic to expect decision- 
makers to act solely out of altruism when there is the 
Se that peace-keeping troops may lose their 

ives in such an operation. They have to balance t! -se 

considerations against the need for solidarity, the de- 
stabilising consequences of a failure to contain such 
conflicts, and also of course, the political kudos they 
may earn from decisive action. 


* * * 


We have seen all three factors at work in recent 
days. President Bush has been exerting pressure at the 
UN partly to encourage European governments to res- 
pond more effectively to a crisis in “their own back 
yard’’, partly to be seen to exert leadership in an elec- 
tion year that has given him few enough opportunities 
so far to display his international talents to electoral 
advantage. European Community leaders in Lisbon 
responded to public opinion throughout the Twelve 
by supporting strongly the implementation of UN 
resolutions and stating that “while giving priority to 
peaceful means the European Council does not ex- 
clude support for the use of military means by the UN 
to achieve these humanitarian objectives”. 

President Mitterrand’s magnificent gesture in fly- 
ing directly from Lisbon to Sarajevo to dramatise his 
concern took most of his EC colleagues by surprise, 
but it kept within their policy framework and has cer- 
tainly helped to convince the Serbs to co-operate with 
the UN relief effort. If, by the way, it has done no 
harm to his domestic reputation as he faces a referen- 
dum on the Maastricht Treaty, this is no cause for 
cynical dismissal, but a recognition that politics is a 
multi-faceted enterprise which responds to leadership. 


* * * 


What is essential now is that the momentum of 
these events and decisions is kept up. There is plenty 
of evidence that the pressure on the Serbian leader, 
Mr Slobodan Milosevic is building up, as he broaches 
plans for a referendum or elections, announces severe 
economic cutbacks and contemplates military set- 
backs in Bosnia and Croatia. Certainly there is the 
danger that an ill-considered and under-resourced UN 
operation could get drawn in more and more to such a 
conflict, but this has to be balanced against the con- 
sequences of failure and deeper civil war for the rest 
of Europe. The mandate established through the 
United Nations and endorsed by the European 
Community provides the best guarantee and the most 
legitimate framework to respond to it. Ireland, 
together with other states which have extensive 
experience of UN peacekeeping operations, has much 
to contribute to keeping this mandate in tune with 
events and, if necessary, by using force to implement 
it.

Fyffes raises profits by almost 33% to £12.5m

THE fresh produce group Fyffes has 
reported pre-tax profits of £12.5 mil- 
lion for the six months ending April 
30th, compared to profits of £9.4 mil- 
lion in the corresponding period in 
1991 — an increase of almost 33 per 
cent. 7 

Turnover, up 6.5 per cent from 
£271.7 million to £283.4 million, might 
indicate at first glance that Fyffes had 
substantially increased its operatin 
oem but finance director Mr Car 
McCann said yesterday that a substan- 
tial proportion of the profit growth is 
attributable to interest earned on the 
£60 million raised from shareholders 
last year. Mr McCann described the 


results as “‘satisfactory”’. 
—e per share were up fraction- 
ally to 2.23p and Fyffes has declared a 
10 per cent increase in the interim divi- 
dend to 0.3549p per share. 
For the full year, Fyffes is forecasting 
an increase in pre-tax profits from last 
year’s £27.1 million although earnings 
~ share are unlikely to be ahead of 
ast year’s 6.7p per share. Fyffes shares 
closed unchanged yesterday on 90p. 
According to Mr McCann, Fyffes’ 
business in the UK and Ireland per- 
formed very well with substantial in- 
creases in sales and volumes. Work is 
going ahead on a number of capital 
projects and the group’s new 250,000 
square foot depot near Birmingham is 
expected to be operational by year-end. 


In Europe, however, the market is 
still over-supplied- and Fyffes expect 
that this over-supply might continue 
for the remainder of the year. “This has 
resulted in weak prices in Europe dur- 
ing the normally high price period of 
spring and early summer’, said Mr 
McCann. 

He added: “The drive for unsustain- 
able volumes may be the result of the 
views of those who see this positioning 
as being of benefit post-1992. The cur- 
rent price levels are disappointing in 
view of the progress we have made on 
structures, costs and efficiencies. How- 
ever, we expect European prices to 
regularise in 1993.” en European 
a do recover, Fyffes will be helped 

y its recent agreement with Chiquita 


which gives Fyffes worldwide owner- 
ship and use of the ‘Fyffes’ brand. 

n acquisitions, Mr McCann 
repeated Fyffes’ interest in the Del 
Monte fresh fruit group, now expected 
to be offered for sale in the coming 
weeks after plans for a flotation in New 
York were scrapped. 

Mr McCann would not be drawn on 
the size and structure of a possible bid 
for Del Monte, but any bid is likely to 
be at least in the order of £300 million, 
sees tag that is within Fyffes’ capa- 
bilities, given its £100-million-plus 
cash pool and gearing ability. 

Some market sources believe that one 
possible option is for Fyffes to link up 
with another fresh produce group to bid 
for Del Monte, with each of the part- 


ners in a bidding consortium keeping 
those parts of Del Monte consonant 
with their particular interests. —_- 

It is thought likely that Fyffes would 
have little interest in Del Monte’s oper- 
ations in the Far East. Possible counter- 
bidders include arch-rival Chiquita and 
Dole Foods. 

Mr McCann added that Fyffes is 
looking actively at a number of possible 
acquisitions in both the UK and conti- 
nental Europe, but would not elaborate. 
On the proposed changes in EC banana 
regulations, he said that “the proposals 
look broadly reasonable and helpful to 
the business”. Given Fyffes’ spread of 
supply between the so-called ‘dollar ba- 
nanas’ and those sourced from the Afri- 
can, Caribbean and Pacific (ACP) 


countries, most analysts believe that if 
the EC pro s are implemented as 
drafted, Fyffes will be a major bene- 
ficiary.

International 
Development 
Agency seeks 
funding rise 


THE contribution of this country 
to the International Development 
Agency, is broadly in line, at $18 
million over the past three years, 
with that of countries of com- 
parable size, gery | to the 
president of the World Bank, Mr 
Ernst Stern. 

Representatives of the 45 
countries which provide the 
funds advanced by IDA to the 
poorest World Bank member 
countries are meeting in Dublin 
today to negotiate the agency’s 
budget for the next three years. 
The IDA wants a 16 per cent in- 
crease in funding to $18 billion 
for the period. 

The IDA, an affiliate of the 
World Bank, with 142 member 
countries, provides low cost long 
term financing for high priority 
investment projects and _ eco- 
nomic adjustment programs in 
low income countries. Arguing 
that the increase required from 
donors is small when it is divided 
out among the countries involved 
Mr Stern -saidthat the largest 
World-bank- shareholders, such as 
the:-US,.Japan, Germany and 
France will “bear the most 
significant burden”’. 

By the end of June 1993 the 
resources raised under the last 
IDA funding programme will be 
used up and its capacity to lend 
will cease, he said. 


Accepting that IDA is compet- 
ing for funds with domestic needs 
in difficult growth conditions and 
with other foreign assistance 
objectives, Mr Stern expressed 
confidence that the required 
funding will be committed by the 
end of 1992. But this $18 billion 
does not take account of the 
needs of some of the countries of 
the former Soviet Union who are 
joining the World Bank, he 
warned. 


Twenty one Irish agencies 
which provide aid to third world 
countries yesterday criticised the 
World Bank for not being suffi- 
ciently accountable to the public; 
for not consulting people affected 
by development projects about 
the design and implementation of 
the projects; and for not doing 
enough to help the environment.

THE CREDIT rating of GPA has 
been put under review by interna- 
tional debt rating agency, Stan- 
dard & Poor. The move follows 
the aviation group’s failure to 
raise a minimum of $600 million 
in new equity funding through a 
public flotation of new group 
shares last month. 


GPA debt has been placed on 
“credit watch”, a spokesman for 
Standard & Poor said yesterday. 
A decision will be taken over the 
next month on whether to re- 
affirm GPA’s current rating of A 
minus on long term debt and A2 
on short term debt or to down- 
grade the current ratings, the 
spokesman said. 


Standard & Poor have indi- 
cated that they would view a 
renegotiation by GPA of its com- 
mitments to purchase aircraft as a 
favourable factor when reviewing 
GPA’s rating, even though this 
might involve GPA forfeiting de- 
posits if it did not buy the- air- 
craft. 

Three weeks before the planned 
flotation on June 18th, Moody’s, 
the other major international 
debt rating agency, put its GPA 
credit ratings under review. 

Before the aborted flotation 
Moody’s analyst Mr Charles 


Mancuso warned that its rating of 
$1.8 billion of GPA debt could be 
downgraded. Moody’s was con- 
cerned he said about GPA’s 
“‘need to fund larger numbers of 
new aircraft deliveries and place 
them in service with airline les- 
sees, considering the reduced 
levels of aircraft demand”. At 
that time Mr Mancuso said that a 
successful flotation would be “a 
favourable consideration in miti- 

ting some of the uncertainties 
facing the company”’. 

The Moody’s review of GPA is 
understood to be close to comple- 
tion. The review is concentrating 
on a number of structural issues 
which affect demand for air 
travel and air cargo. Issues under 
analysis include the increasing 
pressure on airlines to become 
more efficient, to consolidate and 
to limit capacity growth through 
higher load factors and higher air- 
craft utilisation as well as the im- 
pact of more restrictive world 
capital markets on GPA’s ability 
to raise the funds it requires to 
complete its aircraft .acquisition 
programme.

Glen Dimplex buys assets 
of Belling from receiver

GLEN DIMPLEX, the consumer 
appliance group-based in 
Dunleer, Co Louth, has acquired 
the assets and business of Belling 
& Company from the receivers, 
KPMG Peat Marwick. The con- 
sideration has not been disclosed. 

Belling, an international name 
in electric cooking appliances and, 
a market leader in Ireland, em- 
ployed 1,000 before it went into 
receivership last May but this is 
now down to 150. It has an 
annual turnover of £50 million 
which will boost Glen Dimplex 
sales by 14-per cent to some £350 
million. 

Based at Enfield, the bulk of 
the Belling sales are in the UK 
where it was badly hit by the 
recession. It was owned by a pri- 
vate trust and employees and the 
directors called in the receivers in 
‘May. Joint receiver Mr Stephen 
James told The Irish Times that 
he had received a number of ap- 
proaches and that the Glen 
Dimplex offer was the highest. 
However, he would not disclose 
the consideration because it “was 
a private matter”. 

Mr Martin Naughton, executive 


chairman of Glen Dimplex, told 
The Irish Times that he intends to 
“invest whatever is necessary to 
make it (Belling) a success”. Not- 
ing that he has a “love affair with 
brands” he expressed optimism 
about the acquisition. He and his 
advisers will now be deciding on 
the strategy to adopt.

FOLLOWING its successes in the 
former Soviet Union, Aer Rianta 
has gained a further toe-hold in 
eastern Europe with the winning of 
an airport management contract in 
Poland. 

Aer Rianta hopes the contract, 
thought to be worth in excess of 
£0.5 million a year, will be the first 
of a number in the area which the 
Irish state company has targetted 
for future expansion. 

The Polish contract, won by Aer 
Rianta’s associated company Aer 
Rianta International, is for the 
management of Warsaw Airport. 


From September around six 
Irish staff will be permanently 
based in the city advising the Pol- 
ish State Airport Authority on the 
running of the airport. Two Irish 
staff have gone to Poland to begin 
preliminary work on the contract 
and Polish staff at the airport will 
be brought to Shannon for training. 


The contract, for an_ initial 
period of three years, is for the 
management of all operational and 
commercial activities at Warsaw 
Airport except the duty-free there 
which is currently run by an Aus- 
tralian company. 

The Polish contract brings Aer 
Rianta International’s overseas op- 
erations to nearly a dozen. The 
company has seven outlets in the 
CIS, with operations in Moscow, 
St Petersburg, Kiev and 
Torfionovka which is on the Finn- 
ish border. 


Aer Rianta International also 
manages Bahrain airport and duty 
free and also has a contract in 
Dubai. 


Aer Rianta International has 
been one of the major success 
stories of the Irish public sector.

CONNACHT & Court, the Gal- 
way linen services company, has 
raised £2 million in a placing of 
shares with AIB Venture Capital.

“My mind has got lackadaisical 
and i on the golf course 
recently,” he said yesterday. “l 
have not been thinking the right 
things and I have badly lacked 
concentration. One day I am good 
and the next my game is all over 
the place.” 

On his last tournament appear- 
ance in the US Open, the former 
Masters champion had closing 
rounds of 69 and 79, then when 
he returned to his home town of 
Oswestry he shot 60 at his local 
club which he followed with 
“something close to 80”. 

Woosnam was advised by a 
friend who had been an athlete to 
give vitamin tablets a chance and 
said: “Already I am feeling bet- 
ter, and I feel I have a chance of 
winning again.” 

He wants to experience the 
pressure of being in contention 
either in Monte Carlo or in next 
week’s Scottish n at Glen- 
eagles so that he can be mentally 
alert for the British Open cham- 
pionship at Muirfield where he

“That is one major I would like 
to win before I pack up this 
game,” he added. 


Woosnam flew in his private jet 
to the Riviera to find an impres- 
sive array of talent standing be- 
tween him and the rare treble.

Alex Atock, head of the FEI 
veterinary department, is con- 
vinced that the virus, which causes 
pre orig and digestive problems 

can also cause spontaneous 
abortion in pregnant mares, is not 
a serious threat to the equestrian 
events at next month’s Olympic 
Games. 


“EVA is primarily a sexually 
transmitted disease’’, he said from 
the FEI headquarters in Lausanne. 
‘*] don’t think there’s any cause 
for alarm at all, as long as our 
horses behave themselves while 
they’re out in Barcelona.”’ 


The FEI will also decide whether 
to impose restrictions on numbers 
of horses that will be allowed into 
the Olympic stabling. Massive 
overcrowding was forecast and the 
FEI has already threatened to 
restrict teams to four horses, ban- 
ning substitutes from entering the 
stable area. The German Federa- 
tion has already refused to reduce 
its numbers and has the 
support of the Irish governing 
body for its resolute stance.

ERFORMANCE cars 
can mean all things to 
all people. Is a perfor- 
ance car necessarily of the 
Ferrari variety created 
+ arm for people — 
angio-type instincts on the 
road? The answer, of course, 
is in the negative. 
Quantifying the performance 
car is nearly as difficult as 
uantifying the performance 
iriver, given that nearl 
every importer on the irish 
market can offer a go-faster 
product, and many of these 
uptated cars can travel at 
twice the Irish legal speed 
limit of 55 mph _ without 
stress. Performance purists 
would not necessarily im- 
pressed: for them probably 
the only acceptable chariot is 
the road-going version of 
some racing or rallying 
exotica. 
. And how do we classify 
performance drivers? — 
s, boy racers or just a lot 
of us who think that extra 
vroom can be sound and 
practical and sensible? The 
road safety slogan “Speed 
Kills” may also come to the 
minds of the disapproving. 
But really it is only a half 
truth 


The environmentalists, or 
most of them, seem to be 
against the car, particularly 
big cars with big engines. Bi 
engined cars, they woul 
say, mean a potential for 
— and acceleration and 

erefore a great deal of 
kinetic energy to maim and 
kill other people. 

One of the reasons why the 
very green soul abominates 
industry, and particularly the 
motor industry, is that he or 


she considers its words are 
not matched by its deeds. 
Today’s car manufacturer 
often speaks piously of 
catalytic converters, the 
elimination of asbestos and 
ozone depleting CFCs, lower 
fuel consumption, and there- 
fore reduced carbon-dioxide 
production — but still goes 
on making go-faster cars. 

The worst cases, through 
green eyes, are the holiest of 
talkers, the Germans. Ger- 
man manufacturers, goaded 
by what they consider a 
strong green lobby, lead in 
environmental virtue, yet in 
many cases turn out big cars 
with big engines and even 
manage to sell them success- 
fully.

the Irish motor industry is 
still in recession. The 
recession clearly hits hardest 
in the bread and butter sec- 
tors of the market. The S 
class in its cheapest three 
litre form is around £73,000.

The Golf, it will be recalled, 
set the pace quite a long time 
ago with the quintessential 
Ti boy racer car, and the 
VR6 has now taken the GTi 
breed or sector to new per- 
forming heights with its 174 
— 140 mph engine. 
uxury, as we know, 
demands space, especially if 
an executive wants a mobile 
office in the back with 
phone, fax, writing or com- 
puter space. Thus the luxury 
car engineer arrives back at

= engine. It is probabl 
or that reason that BM 
will introduce a brand new 
four litre V8 engine in the 
autumn to fill the present gap 
between its 3.5 litre 735i and 
five litre V12 750i models. 
This article started off by 
questioning the definition of 
a performance car. Viewing 
it in a fairly wide catholic 
manner, there are* probably 
over 100 contenders on sale 
in Ireland. Sectorally, they

The 
drivers’ overalls are 
smothered in the badges of 
team and personal sponsors, 
meticulously sewn on with 
flame-proof thread. Even 
though the cost of this 
mobile merchandising can 
rise inexorably, there are 
plenty of advertisers only too 
willing to foot the bill, 
especially tobacco companies 
eager for exposure in coun- 
tries where promotion of 
their products is banned. 

It can take upwards of £15 
million to develop and run a 
two car Grand Prix team for 
a season with any hope of 
even minimal success but 
there are lots of teams out 
there fighting to get a share 
of the cake. A Grand Prix is 
limited to 26 cars, but there 
are close to 40 usually strug- 
gling to qualify for each race. 

ehind each and every team, 
there are companies and 
individuals looking for a fat 
dividend on their investment. 

If the initial costs are high, 
the pay-offs for success are 
also huge. As the money is 
earned in different countries 
around the world, there are 
opportunities for tax free or 
tax efficient investment. 
Naturally the drivers do well.

Mitsubishi is like Toyota, 
anxious to show that it can 
compete with Mercedes-Benz 
and BMW for:executive cus- 
tomers.

The turbo 
diesel gives the best of two 
worlds which may seem 
irreconcilable, mph _perfor- 
mance and mpg performance. 

Diesel cars account for 
about 15 per cent of the total 
new car market in Ireland 
and within the diesel sector it 
has been estimated that 
around 25 to 30 per cent are 
turbocharged. 

Surprisingly, the diesel is 


also basking in the green 
. glow of environmentalists’ 
approval. Not only does it 
burn less fuel mile for mile, 
producing less of the global- 
warming carbon dioxide gas, 
but its exhaust contains 
lower levels of toxic emis- 
sions than the petrol engine. 

The small high speed 
diesel engines used in cars 
have improved dramatically 
over the last few years.

gine’s sturdier construction 
makes it more durable (typi- 
cally up to 150,000 miles 
against 80,000-100,000 for a 
small petrol engine), and at 
present diesels are holdin 
their value better. Residua 
value, after all, is one of the 
most important considera- 
tions in buying or acquiring a 
car. Quite apart from the 
superior fuel economy, diesel 
engines are also cheaper and 
more reliable to run. 

During the campaign of the 
last few years to promote the 
use of unleaded petrol, many 
Irish motorists became aware 
for the ‘first time that diesel 
fuel was already lead-free. 
No petrol engined car can go 
through the tough US emis- 
sion tests for f drocarbons 
and nitrous oxides without 
an exhaust catalyst but a 
modern small diesel can. 

PSA (that is Peugeot and 
Citroen) engineers claim that 
a Catalyst equipped petrol car 
still emits nearly twice the 
amount of pollutants mile for 
mile, as one of their diesel 
engines. Volkswagen say that 
their. latest diesel engine 
which actually has a catalyst, 
is the world’s cleanest, 
causing less pollution than 
any petrol engine, no matter 
how clean. 

All this may come as a 
surprise to people who still 
associate the diesel with 


Clouds of sooty exhaust. 


spewing from elderly lorries 
labouring uphil. In fact it is 
poorly maintained diesels — 
just like petrol engines in bad 
conditions — which do this. 

Mercedes-Benz, which 
enjoys an upmarket reputa- 
tion — and a reputation too 
for performance cars — 
Offers no less. than four 
diesels in its model line-up. 
None, however, 1s 
turbocharged. Its Bavarian 
competitior, BMW, will from 
early next year have turbo 
diesel versions of the 3 and 5 
series. The engines are 
reputed to set new standards 
for quietness, lively perfor- 
mance and economy. 

The turbo diesel option is 
available from nearly every 
Irish importer with a diesel 
model line-up. These include

Citroen, Daihatsu, 
Ford, Mitsubishi, 
Peugeot, Renault, 
Volkswagen and Volvo. 

The growing use of 
turbochargers for additional 
mph performance, has helped 
the diesel image no end. It is 
a pity, then, that the Gov- 
ernment doesn’t make a dis- 
tinction between diesel and 
petrol engines. A 1.9 litre 
diesel might only be equiva- 
lent to a 1.4 petrol in terms 
of output but this fact 
doesn’t merit fiscal recog- 
nition. 

Take, for instance, the 
stylish Citroen XM 2.1 turbo 
diesel. It combines out- 
of-the-rut styling with out- 
standing handling and ride 
and a smooth powerful 2.1 
litre engine using three 
valves per cylinder tech- 
nology to give up to 40 mpg 
and a maximum speed 
approaching 120 mph with 
brisk acceleration. 

At £28,000, the car is just 
88 cc over the two litre tax 
break point. The even newer, 
more conventional looking 
big Peugeot 605 uses the 
same turbo diesel engine and 
has the same problem: it is 
listed at virtually the same 
price, £27,995.

If we are 
motorists buying new tyres, 
then it is a matter of round 
black rubber that is boring 
and expensive. If we are tyre 
manufacturers, that round 
black rubber represents the 
crucial interface between 
vehicle and road. 

Tyres also represent a vital 
element in high performance 
driving. The squatter a tyre, 
the more stable it is when 
cornering and the greater its 
sensitivity to small steering 
inputs. A _ bigger footprint 
puts more rubber on the road 
which increases grip for 
acceleration and braking. 
Short sidewalls are less resili- 
ent than the tall ones of 


to up with it for the sake 
of , but no longer. 

Tyres don’t come cheap. A 
set of four for a high perfor- 
mance car may cost £800 or 
more. Carelessly clipping a 
traffic island can turn one 
instantly into scrap. 


The tyremakers have 
almost become victims of their 
own technology. Modern ultra 
low profile steel belted radials 
offer grip, steering response, 
fuel economy, refinement, 
safety, reliability and dura- 
bility undreamed of 25 years 
ago. A_ great many Irish 
motorists are less than caring 
about their tyres, but if they 
were to check their inflation 
pressures now and again, 
desist from cornering like 
Ayrton Senna and try to 
prevent habitually bashing 


over kerbs, they should find 
their rubber lasting twice as 
long as the mid-1960s cross- 
ply. 

Cross-ply tyres, which had 
the same fabric cords rein- 
forcing both 
are effectively dead in 
Europe. They have been 

by radial ply tyres. 
The cross-ply, in its day, 
lasted no more than 15,000 to 
20,000 miles whereas the 
modern radial will do twice 
that mileage.

_ Tyres, as mentioned earlier, 

should always be maintained 
in prime condition particu- 
larly when high speed or 
performance driving is 
required. Sadly a great many 
Irish drivers are of 
the rubber that is their only 
contact with the road. From 
April ist it was an EC 
requirement that tyres must 
have a tread depth of at least 
1.6 mm. According to the 
Irish Tyre Distributors Asso- 
ciation as many as 70 per cent 
of car and truck tyres 
currently in use are not meet- 
ing this requirement. 


Tyres, like the motor cars 
they keep on the road, have 
become utterly reliable. When 
both suffer from human 
neglect or carelessness, there 
can be an expensive price to 


pay. 


Radials get their name from 
the casting reinforcing cords 
which run archwise (or 
radially in relation to the 
wheel hub). A separate belt of 
fine steel cables around the 
circumference braces the 
tread, which sits more stably 
on the road, unaffected by the 
movement of the sidewalls. 


construction. In their early 
days radials were for high 
performance cars only. Now 
they are commodity tyres, 
fitted to almost all cars made 
or imported into Europe. 


Europeans — and Irish cus- 


| tomers certainly want tyres 


with lots of wet grip. Meeting 
that requirement is a 
recently launched tyre from 
Semperit, Ireland’s only tyre 
manfacturer, which is made 
at the Killeen Road plant in 
Ballyfermot, Dublin. The Top 
Life M70 is, according to 
Semperit, ‘‘a non-swimmer 
among car tyres’’, a reference 
of course, to that most 
dreaded experience in driving, 
aquaplaning. The gardai have 
shown. particular interest in 
the M70 and currently many 
of their vehicles are being 
refitted with it. 


As with cars, the Japanese 
are becoming a big force in 
the world tyre industry. 
Dunlop, which used to have a 
strong Irish association 
through its manufacturing 
plant in Cork (now closed), is 
owned by Sumitomo of Japan. 
Once Japanese tyres had a 
none-too-good reputation, par- 
ticularly in wet driving condi- 
tions. Now they are among 
the best, as witnessed by the 
fact that Bridgestone tyres 
have shod the Ford Sierra 
Cosworth, one of the fastest 
road-going saloons around. 
But even more impressive is 
Bridgestone fitment to the 
world’s fastest production 
car, the Jaguar XJ220, cap- 
able of a top speed of 211 
mph.

OR MANY of. us, 
entry into the perfor- 
mance car league 
comes with the acquisition of 
a hot hatchback.

he quintessential 
hatch is undoubtedly the 
Volkswagen Golf GTi and 
just when it seemed that 
other manufacturers were 
about to challenge its domi- 
nance of the sector, VW 
always had a new trick. It 
came for instance, when the 
Mark Three version of the 
Golf was announced last year 
with a VR6 2.8 litre 174 bhp 
version of the GTi. 

Irish. prices for the VR6

Runner-up in sales to the 
VW Golf GTi is the Peugeot

HERE’S nothing like a 

long drive, like for 

instance from Dublin to 
Paris and back, to develop a 
relationship with a car. 
Audi’s new 80 turbo diesel 
seemed an eminently sensible 
vehicle for the journey, offer- 
ing as. it did long-legged 
diesel frugality with 
power boost of 
‘turbocharging. Diesel fuel 
also hapvens to be much 
cheaper in France, being 
under £2 a gallon. 

The 80TD1 is a bit different 
from the usual run of turbo 
diesels because it comes with 
direct injection. The fuel is 
injected straight into the 
cylinders without going 
through a swirl chamber 
first. According to Audi, it 
means 20 per cent better fuel 
. efficiency. 
- The downside of direct 
injection is a much greater 
noise level. Audi spent a lot 
-of time and effort on noise 
insulation for we found the 
TDi surprisingly smooth and 

uiet in most driving chores. 
At 60, 70 and 80 mph it was 
impossible to tell that there 
‘was an oil burner up front. 
' $mothering the direct 
, injection clatter meant much 
‘cocooning of the engine 
‘compartment. The engine 
mounts are electronically 
damped, and a management 
system also controls engine 
shake and provides a more 
' ‘even-mannered idling speed. 
_ The TDi is very green and 
clean, much more so than a 


the 


eae car with catalyst. It 
as a Catalyst because VW- 
Audi believe that diesels 
which are inherently better 
for the environment anyway, 
should also be cat-equipped. 
The 1.9 litre four cylinder 
unit pumps out 90 bhp at 
4,000 rpm which is more 
than what is offered by TD 
competitors in the Ford, 
Opel and Peugeot stables. 
As with so many diesels 
and turbo-diesels, initial im- 
ressions aren’t always that 
avourable. The TDi in our 
first few Dublin driving miles 
felt a heavy leaden sort of 
car. We had looked at the 
Audi statistics in advance 
and they too didn’t suggest a 
Spritely machine, eg, a 
0-to-1 kilometres or 62 
mph in 14.1 seconds and a 
top speed of 108 mph.

Rosslare swept away those 
initial doubts and when we 
boarded the Irish Ferries 
vessel, the St Killian II, the 
needle on the fuel gauge 
hadn’t moved at all from its 
F position.

an cycle. Our run to Paris 
and back didn’t quite equate 
with that achieved by Mr

He 
recently drove the same car 
on a 310-mile run, Dublin- 
Galway- Ennis-_ Limerick- 
Dublin, and the return was 
59.97 mPe or a fuel cost of 
just £12.60. His driving was 
obviously more _ restrained, 
for he drove at a steady 56 
mph on the main Limerick to 
Dublin road. 

The gearbox didn’t totally 


‘endear itself, and on many 


occasions in —— we 
slipped accidentally from 
second into fifth. The 80 has 
a sizeable and comfortable 
cabin and we noted too, that 
the boot is much more 
accommodating. Earlier ver- 
sions of the 80 were dogged 
by an awkwardly shaped 
aperture. 

The 80TDi has an appeal- 
ing specification. Standard 
fitments include power 
Steering, central oes. 
tinted glass, electrically 
adjustable wing mirrors, elec- 


tric front windows, a 
manually operated sunroof 
and integrated front fog 
lamps. ABS anti-lock brakes 
come as an option at £1,350 
extra. 


As for price, the 80TDi in 
Ireland is £20,995. Thus it is 
considerably more expensive 
than turbo diesels from other 
firms, notably those of 
Peugeot, Opel and Ford. 
Audi, of course, sees itself in 
upmarket terms: perhaps we 
Shouldn’t be equating it with 
volume producers. 


It is a car which brings 
much reassurance to 
motoring and the most reas- 
oy aspect is surely seeing 
that little fuel needle moving 
ever so slowly downwards. 
As we found on the drive to 
Paris and back, it gobbles up 
the miles — or kilometres — 
with consummate ease. The 
80TDi is surely a worthy 
ambassador for the efficacy 


of diesel motoring.

The route to successful retailing 


Te extension of the 
orbital motorway 
around Dublin is likely 
to improve trade in large 
shopping centres like The 
Square at Tallaght and to 
reduce trade in smaller subur- 
ban shopping centres rather 
than the city centre, a confer- 
ence on transport and land 
use has heard. 

Dr A. J. Parker, director of 

the Centre for Retail Studies 
at University College, Dublin, 
told the conference on 
“Transport and Land Use 
Planning” at Trinity College 
last week that traditional 
locational patterns in retailing 
have broken down and there 
are now new relationships be- 
tween retailing, accessibility 
and transportation. 
' He pointed out to the con- 
ference that car ownership in 
the Republic grew from 66 
cars per 1,000 oe in 1961 
to cars per 1,000 people in 
1981. 

Dr Parker said: “In general 
the suburbanisation of the 
population has led to a 
demand for more widespread 
shopping opportunities, while 
the in car ownership 
has freed consumers from the 
‘tyranny of distance’. This 
means that for many con- 
sumers a much greater 
number of — oppor- 
tunities are available. ey 
can drive, or be driven, rather 
than have to rely upon walk- 
ing or public transport ser- 
vices to go to the shops. The

He said: ‘Although in 
general, the creation of new 
retail facilities impact upon 
transportation, there are 
instances where the wider 
transportation environment 
can create opportunities for 
retailing. Experience in 
France indicates that con- 
sumers’ travel behaviour was 
modified with the construction 
of suburban motorways in the 


suburbs of Marseille, Toulon 
and Nice during the late 1970s 
and early 1980s. As a result 
retail centres developed on 
these motorways and the role 
played by the transportation 
network seems to over- 
whelming as the vitality of the 
superstores and shopping 
centres is depending on 
accessibility and on. the 
density of the surrounding 
population’. 


*“Within the Dublin context, 
the development of the orbital 
motorway will substantially 
alter accessibilities to retail 
locations sited close by the 
ee With the openin 
of the West Link bridge an 
the extension of the motorway 
towards Blanchardstown, 
access to The Square has 
been substantially improved 
for people north of the River 
Liffey. The extension of the 
motorway via the Southern 
Cross will enable affluent, 
mobile, southside consumers 
to visit not only The Square 
but also other retail locations 
along the motorway relatively 
easily. 


“The greatest impact of 
these changes in accessibility 
is likely to be upon existing, 
smaller-scale suburban shop- 
ping centres rather than the 
city centre, for the retail offer 
in The Square and the city 
centre tends to be comple- 
mentary rather than competi- 
tive.”

A person who wanted a wind- 
mill in the first part of the 
seventeenth century, would have 
to have it erected by the Rev., 
Richard Rolleston, for he had sole 
rights to the erection of windmills 
in Ireland. Mountmorris and 
others had rented part of the 
Reverend Rolleston’s Plantation 
allotment in Armagh, but because 
Mountmorris had not taken the 
Oath of Supremacy within the 
specified time, Rolleston’s allot- 
ment was escheated, albeit 
Mountmorris belonged to the 
Established Church. Hugo O 
Grady in his Strafford and Treland 
adds:*... that is if any Church 
cared to have the honour of 
claiming him’. He continues: 
Mountmorris and his friends 
suddenly bethought themselves of 
this L rrp S whimsicality’, 
and defied Rolleston to evict them 
under threats that they would be 
escheated to the Crown.

By 1876 the only persons in Co. 
Armagh of this surnames listed in 
Owners of Land of One Acre and 
Upwards, were David Rolleston, 
Tullymore Obra, Benburb, with a 
mere seven acres, and Sarah 
Rolston, Keady, with an even 
more modest five acres. In be- 
tween times Francis Rolleston 
was a Commissioner for the Poll- 
money Ordinances of 1660 and 
1661 for Co. Kilkenny. It would 
appear that it was from here that 

olleston Esq. moved to 
Frankford in the Co. Offaly parish 
of Ballyboy, as shown on Taylor 


& Skinners Maps of the Roads of 


Ireland (1778). This was the home 
of James Francis Rolleston Esq., 
as listed in the 1814 Directory, 
wherein also is listed Rev. Arthur 
Rolleston, Larchfield, Co. Meath, 
and Charles Rolleston, Silverhills, 
Moneygall, Co. Offaly. And it 


was in this county that the 
Rollestons had their land in 1876. 
At Frankford James Frank 
Rolleston had 1,517 acres; Henry 
C. Rolleston, Rutland in the 
parish of Kilcomin, had 3623 
acres, and at St. Kilda,. 
Parsonstown (now. Birr), James 
Rolleston had 35 acres. FRANK- 
FORT takes its name from the 
Franks family, when Thomas 
Franks obtained by grant the 
lands of Coologe and tleroan, 
and parts of Clonomoghan and 
Clashagad. The original name was 
Cill Chormaic, ‘Cormac’s 


hurch’, anglicised 
KILCORMUCK. 


The most famous of the name 
Rolleston was probably Thomas 
William Hazen Rolleston 
1857-1920), who was worn in 
hinrone. He translated from 
German, wrote on Classical and 
Irish literature, and published 
much poetry. He founded the 
Dublin University Review in 1885, 
and his last work was Myths and 
Legends of the Celtic Race in 


1911. He was a friend of Douglas 
Hyde who relates in his diary for 
8 May 1885: I had an invitation to 
dine with Rolleston and John 
O’Le at Bern’s Hotel and I 
went. Rolleston gave us a very 
fine dinner and a bottle of 
wine...’ On 10 May, 1893, 
Hyde wrote: I went with 
Rolleston to a meeting of the 
Rhymers Club. There were about 
ten any and almost every one 
of them had a poem. I took part, 
and drank a good deal’. Rolleston 
was a member of the Gaelic 
League, and indeed was president 
of two branches. When World 
War One broke out Rolleston was 
given a post in the censor’s office 
in London, and in the ‘Obscure 
‘Languages Section’ Rolleston had 
responsibility for letters written in 
Irish. Rolleston, however, was an 
imperialist at heart, despite his 
love of Ireland, his promotion of 
its industries, and his membership 
of the IRB. There is but one of 
the name listed in the Republic’s 
telephone directories and 13 in 
Northern Ireland’s Phone Book.

Three diamonds is forcing, be- 
cause both you and partner have 
been bidding constructively all 
along, and the chief purpose of 
saying only three diamonds at this 
Stage is to allow partner to reveal 
whether he has a game or a slam 
in mind. It would be wrong to bid 
three notrump instead, use 
that would indicate minimum 
values for your opening bid. It 
would also tend to describe 
5-4-2-2 distribution rather than 
5-4-3-1 distribution. Your next 
move will depend largely on what 
North does over three diamonds. 

2. Five clubs. A raise to four 
clubs would suggest that you had 
only a minimum opening bid and 
were responding to three clubs 
merely because partner had 
forced you to bid again. But you 
have much more than a minimum 
once partner mentions clubs, and 
you can best show this by leaping 
to five clubs. The jump-raise in 
this sequence guarantees four 
trumps and therefore a void in 
diamonds. After you jump to five 
clubs, the rest is up to partner. 

3. Three hearts. Partner does 
not know at this stage that you 
have five hearts, so you should 
rebid them to clarify the nature of 
your hand. You hope partner will 
either raise hearts or support 
spades belatedly, in which case 
you plan to settle for game in the 
suit of his choice. 

If partner next repeats one of 
his suits, you will show a prefer- 
ence for diamonds, raising four 
diamonds to five and bidding four 
diamonds over four clubs. Of 
course, if partner bids three 
notrump over three hearts, you 
will pass.
